The present Naval Ordnance Labora- 
tory is new in location only. Achieving 
its present name in 1929 while engaged 
In research on fuzes, mines and depth 
charges at the Naval Gun Factory, it 
has steadily expanded its interests and 
capabilities. In 1939 the German use of 
aircraft-laid magnetic mines suddenly 
presented the U. S. Navy with a serious 
technical problem in the defense of ship-

Expand U. S. Services 
To Meet Red Threat 


As division strength in Korea was 
tripled and additional combat troops of 
the Army and Marine Corps were en 
route to the Pacific, and others alerted 
for movement to the Far East, and as 
Air Force and Naval aviation strikes and 
ship bombardment against North Korean 
forces were intensified, the White House, 
Capitol and Pentagon took drastic steps 
this week to expand the Armed Services. 

President Truman called upon an ap- 
proving Congress for $10,000,000,000— 
more funds may be asked later—to pay 
for increased military strength and asked 
that the statutory 2,005,882 ceiling on the 
Armed Forces be removed. 

The Army, Navy, Air Force, and Ma- 
rine Corps were given authority to recall 
as many Reservists as required, volun- 
tarily or otherwise, and it was certain 
that some National Guard units shortly 
will be brought into Federal Service. 

Late this week, the Armed Services 
Committees of the Senate and House 
were moving rapidly to give the Presi- 
dent the authority he needs and to make 
it possible for the Armed Forces to plan 
personnel. 

The Senate Armed Services Commit- 
tee yesterday, 21 July, voted to report 
favorably legislation to extend enlist- 
ments and lift the ceiling on Service 
strength. At the same time, Chairman 
Millard Tydings (D-Md.) said his Com- 
mittee would take up these issues: de- 
pendent allowances, possibility of a new 
G.I. Bill of Rights, procurement of ade- 
quate number of doctors for the Armed 
Forces and the adjustment of grades 
for Reservists who remained on active 
duty and were not given separation pro- 
motions. 

At the Pentagon, personnel officials 
were working on an overtime basis to 
solve the complex problems resulting 
from the sudden expansion program. In- 
volved at the instant of the North Korean 
attack in the final stages of an economy 
drive, military leaders were forced to 
make a full-about face and rapidly 
mobilize sufficient forces and materiel to 
meet exigencies of the moment in Korea 


and to plan for a prolonged period of | 
| which would make any officer of the 


bolstering national defense against So- 
viet-inspired attacks on free peoples. 

What seemed to be developing finally 
was a realization in the United States 
that at the same time that the immediate 
all-out effort to repulse the North 
Koreans is underway a Jong-range mili- 
tary policy must be developed. 

The crystallization of this determina- 
tion came months after our top military 
leaders had appealed for adoption of a 
continuing program of military readiness 
during the “cold war” as the best means 
of frustrating armed attacks by Russia 
and her satellites and preserving peace.

Foreign Medal Awards 


The Senate Committee on the Judiciary 
has reported favorably on a bill (S. 1171) 


United States who accepts a foreign 
decoration without its being tendered 
through the Department of State with 
Congressional authorization subject to a 
fine of not more than $500 or a maximum 
of six months’ imprisonment, or both. 

The favorable report was made al- 
though the Army maintained that pro- 
visions in the Constitution against accept- 
ing foreign decorations “establish a 
workable and orderly procedure for the 
acceptance and wearing of decorations 
awarded by foreign governments to per- 
sonnel of the Armed Services.” The 
Army said that the military justice sys- 
tem is a further safeguard. 

The Committee contended, however, 


| that legislation prescribing specific penal- 


ties is desirable. 





More Troops Reach 
Korea; Action Tense 


Furious fighting was in progress late 
this week in and around Taejon on the 
main Korean front, where units of the 
American 24th Division were involved in 
a stubborn delaying action against 
a strong Communist force advancing 
across the Kum River. 

Earlier our greatly outnumbered 
troops had withdrawn several miles from 
the Kum River line, after inflicting par- 
ticularly heavy casualties on the enemy. 
There was a lull for several days, during 
which the North Korean Communists re- 
grouped and assembled tanks and artil- 
lery to support their new offensive. 

Taking advantage of adverse weather 
which greatly limited our air operations, 
the enemy launched a strong assault on 
our positions north and west of Taejon. 
Our troops, using the new 3.5-inch ba- 
zooka for the first time in combat, were 
able to knock out numerous tanks. How- 
ever, by sheer weight of numbers the 
Reds were able to break through to the 
vicinity of Taejon, where there was a 
great deal of confused fighting. The city, 
which had been previously largely evacu- 
ated, was set ablaze by artillery fire, and 
much of it was destroyed. 

The withdrawal of American troops 
from this area will probably be necessary 
not only because of the strong frontal 
attack of the Reds, but also because of 
an enemy thrust down a corridor in the 
mountains 40 miles east of Taejon, which 
threatened the vital communications line 


| from the port of Pusan to our forward 


elements. New American reinforcements, 
which reached Korea this week, are ad- 
vancing to meet this threat. 

Strong forces of the 1st Cavalry Divi- 
sion were landed on Tuesday, 15 July, at 
the small east Korean port of Pohang, 56 
miles north of Pusan, in a highly success- 
ful amphibious operation. 

The landing was supported by Ameri- 
can and British warships, with carrier- 
based Naval planes furnishing air cover. 
No opposition was encountered and no 
casualties were incurred. 


Immediately after landing our soldiers 


| pressed rapidly forward into the guerril- 


la-infested mountains along the east coast 
of the Korean peninsula. Apparently our 
troops made the surprise landing in this 
area in order to intercept any threatened 
advance of Communist troops southward 
along the coast, as well as to reinforce 
American and South Korean forces far- 
ther inland, where strong concentrations 
of enemy forces are moving south in an 
evident effort to cut our lines of communi- 
cation. 

Our forces now appear to be in a posi- 
tion to protect communications with the 
highly important rail junction at Taegu 
and our supply line to the United Nations 
forces in this sector.° They are also 
where they can assist materially in the 
development of new lines of resistance 
along the high ridges, should further

withdrawals of our advance elements be- 
come necessary. 
Build Up Forces 


The buildup of American forces in 
Korea has now become rather formid- 
able. While our troops are still heavily 
outnumbered, this disparity is being ma- 
terially reduced. It is officially announced 
that the American 25th (Tropic Light- 
ning) Division and the list Cavalry Di- 
vision, equipped as infantry, have re-in- 
forced the hard-pressed, heroic 24th Di- 
vision which has borne the brunt of the 
fighting for the past three weeks. 

In addition the Ist Marine Division and 
the 2d Division of the Army are now at 
sea en route to the battle area. Combat 
and supporting units in each of the six 
Army areas were alerted this week for 
early movement to the Orient. In his 
message to the Congress this week Presi- 
dent Truman announced that he had au- 
thorized Secretary of Defense Louis John- 
son to order to active Federal service 
such National Guard and Reserve units 
as may be required in this operation and 
to guard against aggression elsewhere. 

Under this authority several Reserve 
Naval Air units were ordered to active 
duty this week. 

South Korean troops, which were se- 
verely shaken and disorganized by the 
shock of the additional assault a month 
ago, have been assembled, reorganized, 
re-equipped and are now in line. Some of 
these units, supported by American me- 
dium artillery, have been fighting well 
this week, and at one point, with air sup- 
port, they drove back an enemy column 
and inflicted heavy losses. 

Over the last weekend the fighting 
along the Kum was particularly severe. 
Our greatly-outnumbered forces occupy- 
ing a defensive line along the south bank 
held up the enemy several days and in- 
flicted very heavy casualties. 

Finally, the enemy crossed the river in 
force and, assisted by flanking operations, 
forced units of the American 24th divi- 
sion back several miles. However, Ameri- 
can artillery and Allied air attacks, ma- 
terially delayed the crossing of any 
appreciable number of tanks. It was es- 
tablished during the fighting that there 
were from 10 to 20 Russian military ad- 
visers with one of the North Korean units. 
Unconfirmed reports from Seoul also 
indicated the presence of Russian officers 
with the invading forces. 


Withdraw from Kum 

After the short withdrawal of the 
American troops from the Kum River 
position the enemy made no immediate 
effort to exploit the breakthrough, and 
the hard-pressed American regiments 
were able to establish a new line a few 
miles north and west of Taejon, the for- 
mer provisional capital of South Korea. 
The city was largely evacuated and sub- 
sequently came under enemy artillery 
fire. Our planes ceased to use the Taejon 
airfield, north of the city. 

The enemy temporarily halted the 
offensive, for the purpose of regrouping 
and building up supplies for the new 
attack. In the heavy fighting along the 
Kum River the enemy suffered heavy 
losses in men, tanks and other vehicles. 
Many tanks were knocked out by our air 
force, and efforts to move armored equip- 
ment across the river were initially un- 
successful. 

As enemy lines of communications 
lengthen it is probable that supply diffi- 
culties are multiplyinz. Better than usual 
weather conditions have enabled our Air 





Force to step up its attacks on transpor- 
tation facilities and this may tend to slow 
the enemy offensive. 

It is not expected that American and 
South Korean lines will be stabilized 
short of a high mountain ridge some 35 
miles southeast of Taejon. In the mean-- 
time successive delaying engagements 
will continue to be fought, as American 
reinforcements arrive in increasing num- 
bers. The higher ground will afford bet- 
ter artillery observation, and the enemy 
tanks which have been such a factor in 
the fighting thus far will be restricted to 
relatively few roads and will be more ex- 
posed to air attacks. 

Operations south of the Kum River 
demonstrated that the Communists are 
reluctant to fight without strong armored 
support. Maj. Gen. William F., Dean, com- 
manding the 24th Division, elements of 
which have been in continuous combat 
for three weeks, said he did not think the 
enemy infantry would attack without a 
preponderance of tanks. While the num- 
ber possessed by North Koreans greatly 
exceeded pre-invasion estimates replace- 
ments now appear to be somewhat slower 
in arriving at the front. 


Close Air Support 


During the Kum River fighting Allied 
planes of nearly all types operated in 
close support of the ground troops and re- 
peatedly attacked rafts and other river 
craft, bearing enemy soldiers and tanks 
across the stream. Our aircraft inflicted 
many casualties and destroyed nearly all 
of the tanks. New airfields in South 
Korea are now being used effectively, and 
Allied fighter planes operate from run- 
ways only a few minutes from the front. 

Most of the successful enemy crossings 
of the Kum were made at night by soldiers 
wading across shallow fords. Many of the 
enemy, dressed in civilian clothes, and 
some in American uniforms similar to 
those furnished the South Koreans, infil- 
trated our lines and joined in infantry at- 
tacks on our artillery positions. A build- 
up of enemy troops on the western ex- 
tremity of our position threatened to 
turn the line and necessitated the with- 
drawal. The advance of the enemy on the 
western coastal plane has now pene- 
trated as far as Iri, southwest of Taejon, 
driving back light South Korean forces. 

Enemy casualties during the last month 
are estimated officially at 11,000, or more 
than ten per cent of the troops engaged, 
a particularly heavy toll. American losses 
to date are probably less than 1,000. 

While enemy planes appeared in the 
air at only infrequent intervals Allied 
Navy and Air Force fighter aircraft 
sought out and destroyed or damaged 60 
enemy planes in two days. Most of the 
enemy planes were caught on the ground 
in strikes at airfields in North Korean 
territory. Three Yak fighters were shot 
down in air encounters by American F-80 
jet planes. 

American and British carrier-based 
Naval planes joined in highly effective 
strikes against North Korean military in- 
stallations in the vicinity of Wonsan and 
other North Korean military and indus- 
trial centers. The oil refinery at Wonsan 
was hit, causing a great oil fire that was 
visible for 60 miles. Railway marshalling 
yards, airfields and other key points were 
hard hit. The long hours of daylight made 
it possible for as many as three attacks 
to be made in a single day by the same 
planes. 

Allied Naval units off the Korean coast 
are continuing their patrol duties and 
bombarding targets of opportunity in 
coastal areas, including troop columns. At 
one point on the east coast a Naval demo- 





lition party went ashore and blasted a 
rock formation, causing a slide that ef- 
fectively blocked a highway. Subsequent- 
ly an American warship shelled a troop 
convoy held up by the road block. Small 
American Army liaison planes are spot- 
ting targets for Naval gunfire. 

General Omar N. Bradley, Chairman of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff, met with the 
House Armed Services Committee last 
Tuesday, 18 July, and outlined the cur- 
rent military situation in Korea. The 
general pointed out the difficulties of mov- 
ing and supplying troops 5,000 miles from 
the United States. At the meeting it was 
stated that the principal need at the 
present was for additional funds in sub- 
stantial amounts to support the opera- 
tion. Rear Adm. Roscoe H. Hillenkoetter, 
USN, Director of the Central Intelligence 
Agency, also appeared before the com- 
mittee. 

Following the meeting Chairman Carl 
Vinson (D-Ga.) issued a statement in be- 
half of the committee, saying in part: 

“General Bradley advised the committee 
that the United States is now fighting a de- 
laying action against greatly superior num- 
bers until sufficient forces can be built up to 
stop the Red advance. Later, the United 
States build up will permit a counter offen- 
sive. It was pointed out that this will take 
some time because United States forces are 
committed 5,000 miles away. 

“General Bradley emphasized to the com- 
mittee that the men and officers of all three 
services are doing an outstanding job in the 
Korean Theater of operations. The United 
States Army units are conducting a very able 
delaying action with minimum losses con- 
sidering the nature of the engagement and 
the overwhelming numbers opposing them. 

“It was explained that the prime need at 
the moment is for funds to raise the defense 
program to a level considerably higher than 
was proposed in the 1951 military budget.’’

Associated Press Correspondent Tom Lam- 
bert flew in a flight of four F-80’s and one 
T-33 against North Korean positions in the 
Kum River area. The four jet fighters were 
piloted by Lts. Fletcher Meadors, William 
Dougherty, Owen Radcliff and Robert Wayne, 
the latter previously credited with shooting 
down two Yaks near Seoul in the early days 
of the fighting. The unarmed trainer, in 
which the correspondent flew, was piloted by 
Lt. James E. Tidwell. 

Lt. Virginia Pecan is one of the many 
flight nurses caring for the wounded on 
evacuation flights from Korea to Japan. 

Communique No. 97 issued by the Far 
East Command reports that Lts. Charles 
Wucster, Robert McKee and Elwood Kees 
shot down three North Korean Yak-9 fight- 
ers this week over Taejon. 

Capt. Howard E. Smith, an F-51 pilot, 
claimed destruction of four tanks, two with 
napalm bombs and two with five inch rockets. 

1st Lt. John T. Gordon, another Mustang 
Pilot, told of bullseyes on two tanks out of 
a group of four.

Forces Day, that “it is more apparent 
than ever that a long-range military 
policy to assure continuity in the plans 
and programs of the Armed Forces is 
essential. And it is more apparent than 
ever,” he added, “that the prestige of our 
foreign policy rises and falls in the exact 
rhythm of the ebb and flow of our mili- 

tary readiness.” 

Even more forthrightly, the Nation's 
ranking military man had asserted on 
28 Oct. 1948 that “if the structure of our 
Armed Forces is to be bent by each shift 
in the wind, to be tempered and softened 
from day to day, then certainly the mili- 
tary can never become an effective deter- 
rent to war. 

“If we are to hop, skip and jump every 
time a paper is rustled east of the Elbe, 
then we shall place ourselves supinely 
and helplessly at their feet while they call 
the tune.” 

That the United States has no intention 
to “hop, skip and jump” to the Soviet 
plan for world conquest was plainly ev 
dent in President Truman’s assertion this 
week that the attack on Korea “makes 
it plain beyond all doubt that the inter- 
national communist movement is Pre 
pared to use armed invasion to conque! 
independent nations. We must therefore 
recognize the possibility that armed aé 
gression may take place in other areas. 

In his message to Congress, the Pres 
dent said “we must recognize that it will 
be necessary for a number of years "| 
support continuing defense expenditures | 
including assistance to other nations at 
a higher level than we had previous!) 
planned. Therefore,” he added, “the ec” 
nomic measures we take now must &

The likelihood is that Congress will 
vote speedy approval of President Tru- 
man’s request for an additional $10,000,- 
000,000 for defense. The Commander in 
Chief emphasized in his message to Con- 
gress that “these requests for appropria- 
tions will be addressed to the needs of 
our own military forces.” He indicated 
that additional funds will be asked later 
to bolster the defense of other free na- 
tions.

For the Army, the additional billions 
will mean more divisions and more new- 
type equipment. In past budgets, the 
Army has been particularly hampered as 
to the purchase of new combat materiel 
because it was required to maintain a 
total strength of about 50 per cent more 
than the other services under a compara- 
ble or smaller budget than the Air Force 
and Navy. Personnel costs account for 
about 42 per cent of the Army budget. 

As to divisions, the Army has long 
maintained that its peacetime strength 
should be at least 12 divisions of Regu- 
lar Army troops, backed up by a National 
Guard and an Organized Reserve Corps 
in high state of readiness. When the at- 
tack on Korea was launched, the Army 
had only 10 divisions—four of them in the 
Far East. And of these 10 divisions, few 
were reported to be at full strength. 

Personnel costs for a _ 630,000-man 
Army—the size originally foreseen for 
fiscal year 1951—account for more than 
$1,500,000,000—not including cost of equip- 
ment, subsistence, shelter, medical care 
and other essential logistical support. 

Thus, it is apparent that if the size of 
the Army is doubled—and this is a likeli- 
hood—that nearly one-fifth of the Presi- 
dent’s request for emergency funds would 
be allocated for Army personnel costs. 

As to random costs of Army units, 
Pentagon officials told THE JOURNAL that 
it requires about $265,000,000 to equip 
an armored division and about $370,000,- 
000 when you consider personnel costs. 
Equipment for an airborne division costs 
about $110,000,000 and approximately 
$75,000,000 for an Infantry Division. 

An individual soldier requires at least 
$4,000 a year, without regard to the 
equipment he utilizes, according to an 
Army source. 

Air Force 

To provide a 70-Group Air Force, with 
27 modern National Guard squadrons 
and 8100 Reserve aircraft, as sought by 
the Finletter Commission, $3,200,000,000 
would be required annually for aircraft 
procurement, compared with $2,000,000,000 
a year for a 48-Group Air Force, including 
an additional 11 groups for the Air Na- 
tional Guard. 

Air Force officials have testified the 
Cost of an Air Force Group varies from 
about $60,000,000 to $100,000,000, depend- 
ing on the type of aircraft. A single B-36, 
it is pointed out, costs about $4,000,000. 

Navy 

The additional defense funds will be 
utilized to bolster Naval aviation and 
anti-submarine activities.

No estimate was given for smaller com- 
bat ships such as destroyers and subma- 
rines, but it was indicated that the figures 
for these vessels would be considerably 
smaller since they can be handled in 
groups by some of the shipyards. 


PERSONNEL 


As to personnel expansion, this is al- 
ready underway as the Services began im- 
mediately summoning to active duty 
Reservists for whom there is immediate 
need. Selective Service will bring addi- 
tional thousands to active duty with the 
military forces. 

When the fighting in Korea began, the 
Armed Forces had a strength, as of 30 
June, of 1,458,500, of which the Army had 
591,700; Navy, 380,600; Marine Corps, 
74,200; and Air Force, 412,000. 

For fiscal year 1951, original budget 
estimates had placed the personnel costs 
of the Armed Forces at $4,292,700,000 for 
an Armed Forces of 1,517,000. Of this 
amount, $3,172,000,000 was allocated for 
pay. 

The strength of the Reserve forces as 
of 31 March, last date for which official 
statistics are available, was reported at 
2,555,000, with the National Guard (332,- 
000) and Army Reserves (600,000) ac- 
counting for 932,000; Naval Reservists, 
1,096,000; Marine Corps Reservists, 128,- 
000; Air National Guard, 45,000; and Air 
Force Reserve, 354,000. 

The official Department of Defense an- 
nouncement pertaining to the recall of 
Reservists is published in its entirety 
herewith. 

The recalling of Reservists obviously 
means that carefully drawn policies as 
regards promotions of both Regulars and 
Reserves will have to be changed radical- 
ly. The Army was more explicit than 
other Services in explaining its policy 
with regard to promotion of Reservists. 
As to promotion of Regular officers, no 
definite word as to policy was forthcom- 
ing this week, although officials assured 
that an equitable system will result from 
current studies. 

For all services, the expansion program 
will mean accelerated temporary promo- 
tions. 

With regard to promotions in Korea, 
as was forecast in the last two issues of 
THE JOURNAL, General Douglas Mac- 
Arthur now has authority to make tem- 
porary promotions of officers in battle. 
From Tokyo this week came the word 
that he may make these promotions up 
to the rank of lieutenant colonel “for 
exceptional performance in combat.” 

Also, General MacArthur may promote 
enlisted personnel as he deems proper 
without regard to such limitations as the 
Career Guidance Program and he may 
commission enlisted men and warrant 
officers as second lieutenants. 

There was no word concerning battle- 
field promotions for Air Force personnel, 
although it is likely that this authority 
will be delgated in order to reward out- 
standing airmen. 

Following is the text of an announce- 
ment in Far East Command Communique 
Number 99, concerning special personnel 
action authority of the Far East Com- 
mander: 

‘‘General MacArthur announced today that 
on-the-spot battlefield promotions for en- 
listed men and officers can now be made in 
the Korean theater of operations for excep- 
tional performance in combat. Also for the 
Korean theater only, the freeze has been 
lifted on promotions to the four enlisted 
grades and other restrictions have been re- 
moved on enlisted promotions—restrictions 
that have been in effect for some time. Bat- 
tlefield promotion of enlisted men to the next 
highest grade may be made on the spot, with- 
out regard to previous time in grade, under 
authority granted to Lt. Gen. Walton H. 
Walker, Commanding General of Eighth U.S. 
Army Forces in Korea. This includes promo- 
tion of enlisted men and also warrant officers 
to the rank of Second Lieutenant. 

“For officer personnel, other than warrant 
officers, battlefield promotions may be given 
those who have served a minimum of six 
months in grade and who have performed in 
an exceptional manner for at least one month 
during combat. To be eligible for battlefield 
promotions, both officers and enlisted men 
must have demonstrated fitness to fill table 
of organization or table of distribution vacan- 
cies, in addition to the aforementioned re- 
quirements. 

“Battlefield promotion of officers by the 
Commanding General of EUSAK may be made 
up to and including the rank of Lieutenant 
Colonel. Promotion to the rank of Colonel and 
above will require Department of the Army 
approval. 

‘‘With respect to promotions other than the 
battlefield type, recruits, privates and pri- 





vates first class serving in Korea may now be 
promoted without regard to local position or 
table of organization vacancies, Current time 
in grade and time in service requirements for 
enlisted personnel in the lower four grades 
will continue in effect. However, qualification 
examinations for promotion to Corporal have 
been suspended by the new policy.”’ 

The Navy during World War II had no 
policy for battlefield promotions and 
presumably will not make such advance- 
ments in the current conflict. 

It is not believed that the Army’s Ca- 
reer Guidance Program can function effi- 
ciently when so many troops are in com- 
bat. The program was designed to meet 
requirements of a prolonged peacetime 
period. For example, it would not be at 
all feasible for combat troops in action 
in Korea to take the world-wide com- 
petitive examinations required for promo- 
tions to top grades. 

The personnel expansion will require 
reopening of training facilities closed 
during the economy program. The Army 
already has announced that Ft. Jackson, 
S. C., is to be reopened immediately as 
a replacement training center. This in- 
stallation was closed down this Spring, 
when the Fifth Infantry Division (Train- 
ing) was sent to Camp Gordon, Ga. Ap- 
proximately 3400 officers and men were 
involved in this transfer. 

Another training center for Army re- 
cruits closed down was at Camp Chaffee, 
Ark. The Fifth Armored Division (Train- 
ing) at that facility was inactivated and 
about 4300 military personnel were trans- 
ferred. 

It is believed that the Army will need 
more than just the one additional facility 
at Ft. Jackson to meet urgent training 
needs. Therefore, the likelihood is that 
additional training centers will be placed 
in operation as Selective Service sends 
thousands of recruits into Service. 

The Air Force this week placed most 
of its Air Training Command schools on 
a six-day week basis. The 20 per cent in- 
crease in instruction will result in a 
stepped up enrollment in critical schools 
to keep classes at full strength. Affected 
are all technical schools, Lackland AFB, 
Tex., Indoctrination Center and flying 
training schools at Williams AFB, Ariz., 
advanced jet training; Ellington AFB, 
Tex., aviation cadet navigator school; 
Nellis AFB, Nev., fighter combat crew 
training base; and Mather AFB, Calif., 
Bombardment School. 


Army and Air Force 

The announcement of Army and Air Force 
procedure in recalling Reservists reads: 

“Implementing Presidential authorization 
for recall of Reserve military personnel to 
meet the needs of the Korean situation, the 
United States Army and Air Force today 
announced that they will initiate immediately 
a limited recall of Reserve personnel. 

‘Return of officers to active duty, whether 
on a voluntary or involuntary basis, will be 
in Reserve grades now held and in immedi- 
ately usable skills. 

‘*Reserve officers of field grade now serving 
on extended active duty in an AUS or AFUS 
grade lower than their reserve grade will be 
considered for promotion prior to any gen- 
eral recall of reserve officers of that grade 
to extended active duty. Certain specialists 
may be required in the field grades. In addi- 
tion, all officers assigned to units called to 
active duty will be ordered in the grade held. 
With the recall of reserve officers of com- 
pany grade, their contemporaries, many of 
whom are now serving on active duty in a 
lower grade, progressively will be considered 
for promotion. 

“Enlisted reservists will be recalled in the 
numbers and skills required, for a year or 
more, and will be recalled in the Reserve 
grade now held. 

“It is the intent of the Departments of the 
Army and Air Force to permit all Reserve 
personnel ordered to extended active duty 
to complete a minimum of one year's service. 

“‘Greatest current need for officers in the 
Army is for Medical officers, and for Corps 
of Engineer and Infantry officers in company 
grades. 

“Enlisted reservists most urgently needed 
by the Army are airborne-trained personnel, 
electronic, tank, and armament maintenance 
personnel, certain military intelligence, medi- 
cal, communication, and wire-maintenance 
technicians, as well as certain engineering 
and construction specialists in landing-craft 
operation, camouflage, bridge, road, beach, 
port, and airfield construction, 

‘Air Force officer requirements for individ- 
uals at the present time are predominantly 
in the grades of Captain and lower. However, 
certain critical specialists, as well as officers 
who may be called to duty with their units, 
will be required in other grades. 

‘‘Air Force Reserve officers and airmen, as 
well as former enlisted personnel of the Air 
Force not active in the civilian component 
of the Air Force, who have special military 
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skills, may still volunteer for a one year term 
of active duty with the Air Force through 
normal recruiting and Reserve channels. 

“Greatest current need for Air Force offi- 
cers is for those who have been trained as 
navigators, bombardiers; communications, 
radio and radar specialists; medical and 
dental officers, weather specialist and arma- 
ment officers. There is also a requirement 
for a smaller number of officers in most other 
categories. 

“‘Airmen whose specialties are most ur- 
gently required include those with experience 
as aircraft and engine mechanics, radar and 
radio specialists, communications personnel, 
armament specialists, and personnel of the 
medical fields. As with officer requirements, 
a smaller number of airmen are also required 
in other fields.’’ 





Navy 

The Navy announcement concerning re- 
call of Reservists reads: 

‘Presidential authority has been granted 
to effect involuntary recall of Naval Re- 
servists and Fleet Reservists to active duty 
to meet approved increased personnel ceil- 
ings. It is the intention of the Navy Depart- 
ment to permit all Reserve personnel ordered 
to extended active duty to complete a mini- 
mum of one year service. 

“In accordance with this authority the 
Navy Department plans to initiate immedi- 
ately the selective recall of Reserve person- 
nel. 

“Quotas will be filled as far as possible 
from the Organized Reserve, who are con- 
sidered to be qualified for active duty, and 
Fleet Reserve, with members of the Volun- 
teer Reserve not to be recalled involuntarily 
except as necessary to fill specific quotas not 
procurable from Organized and Fleet Re- 
serve sources. Waves and enlisted retired 
personnel will not be involuntarily recalled 
at this time. 

“‘No deferments will be granted except in 
cases involving key billets in industrial .ac- 
tivities vital to national defense and in cases 
wherein community welfare would be seri- 
ously affected. 

“Applications for voluntary recall to ac- 
tive duty, as previously announced, will still 
be accepted from male officers and from male 
and women enlisted Naval Reservists for a 
minimum period of one year. In addition, 
the Navy will now accept applications for a 
minimum period of one year active duty 
from Wave Reserve officers in grades of Lieu- 
tenant Commander and below. 

“The grades and categories of both officer 
and enlisted personnel who are recalled will 
be dictated by current and prospective needs.”

Seattle NAS Retained 


“Increased fleet requirements” have 
compelled the Navy to continue operation 
of its Naval Air Station at Seattle (Sand 
Point), Wash., contrary to previous plans. 

The overhaul and repair facility at 
Sand Point had previously been ordered 
discontinued, effective 1 Sept., and orders 
had been issued transferring the station 
to the Naval Air Reserve Training Com- 
mand on that date. 

Under Secretary of the Navy Dan A. 
Kimball, who made the announcement, 
said that the earlier orders “have been 
held in abeyance,” and that “for the time 
being” activities at the Air Station “will 
continue essentially as in the past,” 

Mr. Kimball pointed out that the work- 
load at the facility “will remain at the 
present level in support of increased fleet 
requirements.” 

The Navy said that the order “does 
not affect long-range plans for develop- 
ment of the Naval Air Station, Whidbey 
Island,” and that “normal Reserve opera- 
tions will continue at Sand Point.” 


Asst. Marine Commandant 

Maj. Gen. Merwin H. Silverthorn, for- 
mer director of the Marine Corps Reserve, 
took over his new assignment this week 
as Assistant Commandant of the Marine 
Corps. He will also be Chief of Staff of 
Marine Corps Headquarters. 

General Silverthorn relieved Maj. Gen. 
Oliver P. Smith, who is to assume com- 
mand of the First Marine Division. 

Maj. Gen. Alfred H. Noble, command- 
ing general of the Marine Corps Recruit 
Depot at Parris Island, will succeed Gen- 
eral Silverthorn -as Director of Reserve. -

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Praise Super Bazooka 


The Army’s new 3.5-inch rocket launch- 
er, known to the soldiers as a super ba- 
zooka made its highly successful combat 
debut in the fighting in Korea this week. 

These new weapons, adopted as stand- 
ard in 1948, but only now being produced 
in quantities, were rushed to the front 
by air from the United States and units 
of the 24th Division at the front were re- 
equipped with the new and powerful ba- 
zookas, replacing the smaller 2.36-inch 
weapons which had been found to be 
rather ineffective against enemy tanks. 
In an attack in the Taejon sector seven 
35-ton Russian-built medium tanks led 
the assault. All seven were quickly de- 
stroyed by the new rocket launchers. 

The new weapons proved so satisfac- 
tory that General Douglas MacArthur 
issued the following special communique, 
describing the new arm and its operation. 

The communique follows: 

The U. S. Army’s new 3.5-inch rocket 
launcher, which made a highly successful 
entry into the Korean War today, is a mod- 
ern version of the Army’s World War II 2.36- 
inch rocket launcher, commonly known as the 
bazooka. 

Battle-tested men of the 24th Infantry Di- 
vision, supplied with the new launcher only 
a short time before, fired it at seven Red 
tanks that were approaching Taejon this 
morning. Result: Seven enemy tanks de- 
stroyed. 

How this modern weapon and its ammuni- 
tion was manufactured in the United States, 
shipped to Korea and placed in the hands of 
our fighting men in a few days’ time is an- 
other example of the determination of Ameri- 
can industry and U. S. Army logisticians that 
the Armed Forces of the free nations will be 
provided with the best of equipment and sup- 
plies, wherever they may be and in the short- 
est possible time. 

Actually, experimental work on the new 
rocket launcher began about the time World 
War II ended, when Army Ordnance and tac- 
tical experts realized the need for an anti- 
tank weapon with greater armor penetration 
and faster muzzle velocity than was pro- 
vided by the 2.36-inch rocket. 

U. S. Ordnance continued to make improve- 
ments on the 2.36-inch launcher, increasing 
its range and accuracy, but in the meantime 
developed the larger weapon. The two are 
similar except that the new weapon is larger 
and is fired from the shoulder. 

The 3.5-inch rocket launcher is a 2-piece, 
smooth-bore, electrically operated weapon of 
the open-tube type and has no recoil. Unlike 
the 2.36-inch launcher, the new weapon has 
an attached monopod and a bipod for sta- 
bilization when firing from the prone posi- 
tion. Despite its larger size, it weighs only a 
few pounds more than the older version. 

Ammunition for the new launcher is ap- 
proximately 23 inches long and _ weighs 
slightly more than eight pounds. The war 
head contains a powerful explosive held in 
the form of a ‘‘shaped charge.’’ The action of 
the ‘‘shaped charge’’ enables the round to 
penetrate any armored vehicle presently 
known. Because of new developments in- 
cluded in the round, it is more accurate and 
has a faster flight time than the earlier 
models of the 2.36-inch rocket launcher. 

Sighting of the new weapon is accom- 
plished by means of a reflecting sight which, 
when the gunner looks through, superim- 
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poses a scale on the field sight. This scale 
enables the gunner to obtain angular leads 
on targets moving up to a speed of 40 miles 
an hour. 

Although primarily designed as a closein 
antitank weapon, the 3.5-inch rocket launcher 
can also be used against fortified positions 
and—up to its maximum range—for area- 
type fire against troop concentrations and 
similar ground targets. Its effect in area-type 
fire is very similar to that of an 81-mm. mor- 
tar round. 

Few weapons can equal the new rocket 
launcher as a close-in antitank weapon, al- 
though much larger guns may be superior 
in range and effect. 


Army Organization Law 


Although the Army, in Bulletin No. 
9, promulgated to the field the text of 
the Army Organization Law of 1950, the 
official implementation directive has yet 
to be issued by the Secretary of the Army, 

One problem that is reported perplexing 
officials has to do with insignia. In this 
regard, the law abolished the Cavalry 
and creates a new branch, Armor. The 
Field Artillery and Coast Artillery are 
combined into Artillery. What the -new 
insignia will be for Armor and Artillery 
has not yet been determined finally, 
Army officials told THE JOURNAL this 
week. 





Wives Want to Stay 


Press dispatches from Tokyo this week 
reported that Mrs. Mildred Dean, wife 
of Maj. Gen. William F. Dean, who com- 
mands the embattled 24th Infantry Di- 
vision, declared to INS Reporter Howard 
Handleman: “I know I am speaking for 
the majority of the women here when I 
say I am not going home unless I am 
ordered and I hope the order doesn’t 
come.” 

Mrs. Dean, speaking for the hundreds 
of Army service wives and dependents in 
the Far East, said: “We can’t be happy 
anywhere while our husbands are at 
war, but we feel we are better off here 
close by than back home. At least here 
we have a chance of seeing them in case 
any could get back even for a few days.” 


Wins Golf Tourney 


Maj. Mannie L. Raley, Army Security 
Agency, put together a 39 and a par 3 
at Fort Belvoir, Va. South Nine last 
week to emerge as medalist in the four- 
day Military District of Washington golf 
tournament. During the four days of the 
tourney, Major Raley, a southpaw, fired 
76—75—76—75 for 302 to lead the field of 
nearly seventy starters. 

At the end of the second day’s play, 
North Post Fort Myer turned in a five- 
man low aggregate score of 828 to clinch 
the team title, with Fort Belvoir’s 830 
placing the Engineers in the runner-up 
slot. Third was Army Medical Center 
with 867. 

In the individual scoring, Maj. Gen. 
Floyd L. Parks, North Post Fort Myer, 
posted 77—76—75—81 for a total of 309, 
six strokes behind Major Raley, who dons 
the crown for the second straight year.

The Navy has suspended the next 
course of instruction at the General Line 
School, Newport, R. I.

shipped. Or, the announcement said, the 
reshipment of the goods to any point 
in the Continental U. S., which the own- 
er selects, may be immediately effected.

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Opposes USMC Asst. Secy. 


Secretary of the Navy Francis P. Mat- 
thews, on behalf of the Department of 
Defense, has opposed legislation which 
would authorize appointment of an As. 
sistant Secretary of the Navy for the Ma- 
rine Corps. 

The legislation, S. 2177 and H. R. 5403, 
also would amend the National Security 
Act to require that the Regular Marine 
Corps be maintained at a strength not less 
than six per cent of the combined strength 
of the Regular Army, Navy and Air Force, 

In his communication to the chairmen 
of the Armed Services Committees, Sec. 
retary Matthews said: 

“Since the establishment of the Navy 
Department in 1798 the Commandant of 
the Marine Corps has been directly re- 
sponsible to the Secretary for the admin- 
istration and efficiency of the Marine 
Corps. Therefore the creation of the pro- 
posed office of Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy for the Marine Corps would only 
serve to interpose an additional adminis- 
trative office between the Commandant 
and the Secretary. It is considered that 
this would be detrimental to the direct 
and effective relationship which now ex- 
ists and accordingly the change proposed 
is regarded as both unnecessary and un- 
desirable. 

“The proposed amendment to the Na- 
tional Security Act of 1947 which would 
require that the personnel strength of 
the Regular Marine Corps be maintained 
at not less than six per centum of the 
combined strengths of the Army, Navy 
and Air Force, is undesirable as it would 
have little, if any, relation to the person- 
nel needs of the Marine Corps. As a com- 
ponent of the Navy the authorized per- 
sonnel strength of the Marine Corps 
rightly should be based, as it is under 
present law, upon the authorized person- 
nel strength of the Navy.” 





Honor Marine Generals 


The Veterans of Foreign Wars pres- 
ented their highest award, the Citizen- 
ship Medal, to four Marine General Offi- 
cers in a brief ceremony last week at 
Cherry Point, N. C. Along with that or- 
ganization’s highest award they were 
also presented with Certificates of Ap- 
preciation on behalf of the Dixon Con- 
derman Post, number 2514 of New Bern, 
N.C.

and one in the evaluation of the Labora- 
tory’s products, using large equipment at 
White Oak and a number of field sta- 
tions for this purpose. These groups are 
supported by suitable technical and non- 
technical service departments. 

The Physics Research Department 
studies phenomena of physics applicable 
to the detection of targets and to the 
homing and influence activation of wea- 
pons including acoustics, electricity, mag- 
netism and physical optics. 

The Aeroballistics Research Depart- 
ment conducts basic and applied research 
in the aeronautical sciences, applied 
mathematics, theoretical and applied me- 
chanics, heat and thermodynamics. It op- 
erates a wind tunnel with 5 supersonic 
test sections, two of which, 15.8 inches 
square, have achieved steady flow at 
Mach number 6.5, and one, 4.7 inches 
square, which has recorded Mach num- 
bers above 10. This tunnel is supple- 
mented by a ballistic range, 300 feet long, 
which may be evacuated or pressurized 
to achieve a wide variety of Reynold’s 
numbers in studying the flight of mis- 
siles at very high speeds. 

The Explosives Research Department 
conducts research in the chemistry of ex- 
plosives and explosion processes, and in 
the physical effects of explosions. 

The Engineering’ Department designs 
and develops ammunition components, 
proximity fuzes, devices used in guided 
missiles and fire control, operating to this 
end an excellent plastics laboratory and 
a nationally recognized magnetic mate- 
rials laboratory. 

The Underwater Ordnance Department 
is engaged in the development of mines, 
anti-submarine weapons and_ torpedo 
components. 

The Technical Evaluation Department 
is responsible for approving all devices 
before final release to production. To as- 
sist in this evaluation, the department 
maintains a unique environmental lab- 
oratory where water pressures of 1000 psi 
can be applied to full scale ordnance, as 
well as actual climatic conditions vary- 
ing in a few minutes from arctic to trop- 
ical. Shocks and vibrations expected in 
service can be applied in this laboratory 
under controlled conditions. 

Five service departments support the 
work of these technical groups, and main- 
tain the station in its present efficient 
condition. 

The Laboratory has recently succeeded 
in making important contributions in the 
measurement of infrared radiation, fun- 
damental discoveries in the nature of 
magnetism, as well as the development 
of new and useful magnetic materials and 
in the development of practical devices 
for the measurement of magnetic fields 
for military uses as well as for geological 
exploration. 

Substantial progress has been made in 
applying the lessons of the last war to a 





new series of mines, and in developing | 


torpedo exploders of greater effective- 
hess. Improvements have been made in 
proximity fuze performance, and in many 
varieties of ammunition components. 

The quality of the Naval Ordnance 
Laboratory staff has been an important 
Concern of the Laboratory’s management 
since the White Oak establishment was 
first planned. Energetic efforts have been 
made to recruit able young men, to en- 
Courage them to continue their technical 
training, and to provide opportunities for 
their advancement. This far-sighted pol- 
ty has resulted in the formation of a 
young, enthusiastic and loyal staff with a 
Pride in individual as well as group ac- 
cComplishment. 

Probably the strongest impression left 
with the NOL visitor is the conviction 
that in this establishment the solution 
has been found to the problem of joint 
Participation of many professions with the 
Military in the effective application of 
Science and technology to the problems 
of the Navy and of the Department of 
Defense. It is well that a way has been 
found to pursue effective research and 
development under Navy management 
and within the Federal Government. A 


) Substantial part of our national income 
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is committed to the support of such pro- 
grams, and the future of our country may 
well depend on how successfully estab- 
lishments such as the Naval Ordnance 
Laboratory carry out their missions.

intercept and destroy offensive weapons 
aimed against the United States or areas 
of vital interest. 

Lt. Col. Charles E. Jordan, is Chief of 
the Strategic Air Branch whose mission 
pertains to developing operational tech- 
niques for a long range arm prepared to 
conduct an independent air campaign. 

Col. Ronald D. Hubbard, heads the Air 
Defense Branch, which is responsible for 
development and operational testing ma- 
terial and equipment necessary to detect, 
intercept, and destroy offensive weapons 
aimed against the United States. 

Lt. Col. John J. Claderbank, is Chief of 
the Tactical Air Branch, whose mission 
it is to develop materials and equipment 
and techniques for the mission of operat- 
ing a short-range arm against objectives 
closely integrated with those on the 
ground, and with naval forces. 

Lt. Col. Frederick T. Anutta, is head 
of the Support Services Branch which 
develops operational techniques and op- 
erational testing of auxiliary material 
and equipment necessary for preparation 
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for support facilities for the striking 
forces. 

The Guided Missiles Branch is headed 
by Maj. James H. Walker. This branch 
is responsible for the development of op. 
erational techniques, and the use of tech- 
niques in the operational testing of 
guided missiles and auxiliary material, 
necessary in preparing the missile for use 
by the striking forces. 





Far East Bombers 

As the Far Fast Air Force went inte 
around-the-clock bombing, it was re- 
ported from Tokyo that direction of the 
bomber forces is under Maj. Gen. Emmett 
O’Donnell, USAF, commanding general 
of the Fifteenth Air Force, whose head- 
quarters had been at March AFB, Calif. 

General O’Donnell, 43, was graduated 
from the U. S. Military Academy in 1928 
and was commissioned a second lieu- 
tenant of Infantrv. He began flight train- 
ing that year and was trensferred from 
the Infantry in March. 1930. 

In February. 1934, he became an air mail 
pilot for the Army A'‘r Corps Mail Opera- 
tions at Cleveland, Ohio, and in June re 
turned to Selfridge AFB. From 1934 to 1938 
he served as football coach at the U. S. Mili- 
tary Academy during the football seasons. 

He was assigned to the 18th Reconnais- 
sance Group at Mitchel AFB, New York, in 
December, 1936 and remained there until he 
enrolled in the Air Corps Tactical School at 
Maxwell AFB, Ala.. in June. 1939. Upon his 
graduation !n August he returned to Mitchel 
AFB. In February. 1940 he was ordered to 
Hawali where he became a squadron com- 
mander in the 11th Bombardment Group. 

When the United States was forced into 
the war in December 1941 he was in the 
Philippines after having led the first squad- 
ron of B-17 Flying Fortresses across the 
Western Pacific. His group immediately en- 
gaged the enemy and fought !n the air and 
on the ground until they were forced to with- 
draw to Bataan and later to Mindanao, some 
eventually being evacuated to Java. 

Before the war in the Philippines was two 
days old, General O'Donnell earned the Dis 
tinguished Flying Cross when, forced off the 
ground by an enemy air attack upon Clark 
AFB, Manila, he proceeded individually to 
Vigan where he attacked a heavy cruiser 
and destroyer escort. Because of mechanical 
trouble with the bomb releases, he was 
forced to make five runs over the target 
while subjected to heavy anti-aircraft fire 
and, during the last run, by enemy fighters. 

From 20 Jan. 1942 when he arrived in 
Java, until the first of March, when that 
country was taken by the Japanese, he 
served as operations officer of the Far East- 
ern Air Force. He then was evacuated to 
India, where he became operations officer of 
the newly-organized Tenth Air Force. 

In March 1943 he was ordered to Washing- 
ton to become chief of General Henry H. 
Arnold’s Advisory Council, a post he retained 
until he was appointed commanding general 
of the 73d Bomb Wing at Smoky Hill AFB, 
Kans., a year later. He trained the wing for 
six months in the States and then led it to 
Saipan to begin the B-29 attacks on Japan. 
In November, 1944, General O’Donnell led 
the first B-29 attack on Tokyo. 

A month after the Japanese surrender, he 
attempted the first non-stop flight from 
Japan to Washington, D. C., but landed at 
Chicago because of heavy head winds. 

In December 1945 he was assigned to Air 
Materiel Command headquarters at Wright- 
Patterson AFB, Ohio, where he became 
deputy chief of the Engineering Division. He 
remained there until August 1946 when he was 
made Director of Information for the Afr 
Force. In September 1947 after USAF head- 
quarters was established he was designated 
Director of Air Information in the Director 
ate of Public Relations. 

In January 1$8 he was appointed steering 
and coordinating member of the military 
representation on the following three agen 
cies: Permanent Joint Board on Defense, 
Canada-United States: Canada-United States 
Military Cooperation Committee, and Joint 
Mexico-United States Defense Commission. 

The following August he was appointed 
commanding general of the 15th Air Force, 
with headquarters at Colorado Springs, Cole 
rado, retained that position when the 15th 
AF Hq. was moved to March AFB, Calif., in 
Nov. 1949. 

General O'Donnell has been awarded the 
Distinguished Service Medal, Silver Star, Le 
gion of Merit, Distinguished Flying Cross 
with three Oak Leaf Clusters, Air Medal with 
one Cluster, and Distinguished Unit Citation 
with one Cluster. 

He is rated a Command Pilot.

Gen. MacArthur’s Message 


In his radio address to the American 
people on Wednesday night, 19 July. 
President Truman read portions of a mes- 
sage which he had just received from 
General of the Army Douglas MacArthur. 
Supreme Commander of the United Na- 
tions forces in the Far East, in which 
the general expressed determination to 
stay in Korea until the constitutional 
authority of the republic is restored. The 
general said that the enemy had now lost 
the chance to exploit the initial advan- 
tage that had heen gained by the in- 
yaders. The full message of General Mac- 
Arthur follows: 

“The following is my current estimate of 
the Korean situation: , 

“With the deployment in Korea of major 
elements of the 8th Army now accomplished, 
the first phase of the campaign has ended 
and with it the chance for victory by the 
North Korean forces. The enemy’s plan and 
great opportunity depended upon the speed 
with which he could overrun South Korea 
once he had breached the Han River line 
and with overwhelming numbers and su- 
perior weapons temporarily shattered South 
Korean resistance. This chance he has now 
lost through the extraordinary speed with 
which the 8th Army has been deployed from 
Japan to stem his rush. When he crashed the 
Han Line the way seemed entirely open and 
victory was within his grasp. 

“The desperate decision to throw in piece- 
meal American elements as they arrived by 
every available means of transport from Ja- 
pan was the only hope to save the situation. 
The skill and valor thereafter displayed in 
successive holding actions by the ground 
forees in accordance with this concept, bril- 
liantly supported in complete coordination 
by Air and Naval elements, forced the enemy 
into continued deployments, costly frontal 
attacks and confused logistics, which so 
slowed his advance and blunted his drive that 
we have bought the precious time necessary 
to build a secure base. 

“I do not believe that history records a 
comparable operation which excelled the 
speed and precision with which the 8th Army, 
the Far East Air Force and the Seventh 
Fleet have been deployed to a distant land 
for immediate commitment to major opera- 
tions, It merits highest commendation for 
the commanders, staff and units concerned 
and attests to their superior training and 
high state of readiness to meet any eventu- 
ality. This finds added emphasis in the fact 
that the Far East Command, until the Presi- 
dent’s great pronouncement to support the 
epochal action of the United Nations, had 
no slightest responsibility for the defense of 
the Free Republic of Korea. With the Presi- 
dent's decision it assumed a completely new 
and added mission. 

“It is, of course, impossible to predict 
with any degree of accuracy future incidents 
of a military campaign. Over a broad front 
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involving continuous local struggles, there 
are bound to be ups and downs, losses as 
well as successes. Our final stabilization line 
will unquestionably be rectified and tactical 
improvement will involve planned with- 
drawals as well as local advances, But the 
issue of battle is now fully joined and will 
proceed along lines of action in which we 
will not be without choice. Our hold upon 
the Southern part of Korea represents a se- 
cure base. Our casualties despite overwhelm- 
ing odds have been relatively light. Our 
strength will continually increase while that 
of the enemy will relatively decrease. His 
supply line is insecure. He has had his great 
chance but failed to exploit it. We are now 
in Korea in force, and with God’s help we 
are there to stay until the constitutional au- 
thority of the Republic is fully restored.”’ 

The President also quoted the follow- 
ing extract from a report of General J. 
Lawton Collins made after the latter’s 
recent visit to the Far East: 

“United States armed forces in Korea are 
giving a splendid account of themselves. 

“Our Far Eastern forces were organized 
and equipped primarily to perform peaceful 
occupation duties in Japan. However, under 
General MacArthur’s magnificent leadership, 
they have quickly adapted themselves to 
meet the deliberately planned attack of the 
North Ko~ean Communist forces, which are 
well-equipped, well-led, and battle-trained, 
and which have at times outnumbered our 
troops by as much as twenty to one. 

“Our Army troops, ably supported by tac- 
tical aircraft of the United States Air Force 
and Navy and ou: Australian friends, flying 
under most adverse conditions of weather, 
have already distinguished themselves in the 
most difficult of military operations—a de- 
laying action. The fact that they are pre- 
venting the Communists from overrunning 
Korea—which this calculated attack had 
been designed to accomplish—is a splendid 
tribute to the ability of our armed forces 
to convert quickly from the peaceful duties 
of occupation to the grim duties of war. 

‘“‘The task that confronts us is not an easy 
one, but I am confident of the outcome.’’ 
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“We will follow the course we have chosen with courage and with faith, because 
we carry in our hearts the flame of freedom.”—PrRESIDENT TRUMAN.

Military Counterpoise. Developments in Korea re-emphasize the necessity for 
maintaining a genuinely balanced Military Establishment. Events are demon- 
strating that a strong Army is still essential to National Security. Aggression must 
be opposed by forces of comparable strength and character. Great contributions 
are being made by our Navy and Air Force in the Far East, but without sufficient 
ground troops we continue to suffer reverses. That the initial assault of the North- 
ern Communists was a striking success was due partially to surprise, but mostly 
because the defending Korean army was ineffective through lack of weapons and 
training, and because it was unsupported by heavy artillery, armor and air and sea 
power. The imbalance of the defense aided the offense. Similarly the United States, 
rushing to the aid of Korea at the behest of the United Nations, was unable to bring 
to bear a balanced military force. A preponderance of Naval and Air strength was 
tremendously helpful, but it was obvious that ground troops in substantial numbers 
were required to prevent the invading hordes from overrunning the entire peninsula. 
American soldiers were rushed into battle in inadequately armed battalions; though 
opposing divisions, they performed magnificently. Today, four weeks after the Com- 
munists opened hostilities, our soldiers are still tremendously outnumbered, but with 
dogged bravery they have slowed the advance of the Red juggernaut. An early and 
impressive lesson of the Korean fighting is that our Military Establishment must be 
kept in balance, not merely in dollars appropriated or in numbers of personnel, but 
in that effective counterpoise necessary to meet sudden aggression. We must not 
neglect any element of our security. We must have a strong Navy, and a strong 
Air Force, but we must also have a strong Army and a balanced team. 


An Opportunity and a Danger. The Senate Armed Services Committee has 
decided to set up a “Watchdog Subcommittee” to maintain “a more detailed surveil- 
lance of the operations of the National Military Establishment.” Its scope is broad 
—“a continuous study of all policies, programs, activities, operations, facilities, 
requirements, and practices of the Department of Defense, the Armed Services, and 
other agencies exercising functions relating to them, and the administration thereof 
in all respects.” Approached with sympathy and understanding, such an activity 
can be of appreciable assistance. Kept thoroughly familiar with current problems, 
members of the subcommittee will be enabled to present Services’ needs skillfully 
and effectively to the rest of the House and to answer critics on the floor. They will 
be prepared to offer sound suggestions for the drafting and enacting of legislation. 
Should, however, politics or critical carping be allowed to creep in, incalculable 
damage can be done to morale and efficiency. Inclusion of “operations” in the 
committee’s study agenda is another threat. Are ground, fleet, and air commanders 
to act on their own professional judgment in directing operations or are they to 
take into consideration the military theories that might be held by Senators? 
History has demonstrated the impracticability of the latter course, Charged as it 
is with matters pertaining to the common defense, the Committee is entitled to all 
the facts. Its members are of the highest caliber and have a fine record of support 
and cooperation with the Armed Services. We trust that as “watchdogs” they will 
guard against the dangers inherent in that role. 


They Also Serve. General Hoyt S. Vandenberg, Chief of Staff of the Air Force, 
upon his return from the Far East last week end, promptly squashed reports that 
the presence of wives and families at the air bases in Japan was having an adverse 
effect on morale. “You have heard rumors,” General Vandenberg said, “that it was 
dificult to fight a war with the women on the base. I took particular pains to see 
if the morale and the esprit was affected by that. At one of the southern bases 
where operations are going on most continuously in Japan,” he related, “I met six 
young ladies who were serving coffee and doughnuts to the returning and out-going 
pilots, all of them wives of pilots, whose morale was the very highest. They felt 
they were part of the operation. The morale is extremely high.” The same is true 
of the wives of Army, Navy and Marine Corps personnel who, both in the States 
and in Japan, see their husbands off to war while they do their part at home. Rather 
than depress morale, they are‘a key factor in inspiring their husbands and keeping 
military morale high. This is true in peace as well as war, for it is the wives that 
share with them and make bearable the nomadic, unpredictable life in the Service 
—a life that can put down no permanent roots until retirement.

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Rather Be Active 
Editor, THE JOURNAL: 

After reading most of the gripes about 
retirement and retired pay contained in 
“Letters to the Editor” in the last couple 
of years, I feel that I must unburden 
myself. 

I was a career enlisted man in the Air 
Force and prior to the beginning of ex- 
pansion in 1939, with the promotion sys- 
tem then in effect, it was a mathemat- 
ical impossibility for me ever to retire 
in a grade higher than Tech. Sgt.—and 
that with 30 years’ service. 

During the war I was commissioned 
a ist Lt. (1942) and was relieved from 
active duty in 1946 with the grade of Lt. 
Col. (Lt. Col. was a terminal leave pro- 
motion). I then reenlisted in the grade of 
M. Set. in the Air Force and in March 
1948 was retired for physical disability. 
My pay was, after retirement, about 
$160 per month. I was satisfied with this 
—it was more than I had expected to get 
before the war. Along came Public Law 
810 — 80th Congress — and I find myself 
suddenly promoted to the grade of ma- 
jor and my pay $268.13 per month. I know 
that a lot of the gripes are coming from 
people of like circumstances. Most of 
them should think again. 

Everybody in the service is taking dead 
aim at retirement—I was too. Now I find 
that to be the wrong idea. The aim 
should be “how long can I stay in the 
service” instead of “how soon and how 
well can I retire.” Retirement to civilian 
life is just a slow and miserable death. 

For over 20 years from Pvt. on up I 
was very happy all the time. Now I am 
retired under better circumstances than 
I ever dreamed of and I was never so 
unhappy in my life. I could not be happy 
retired in the grade of Major General— 
but if I could just get back on active 
duty I would be willing to eat “C” ra- 
tions three times a day and spend all my 
time at the worst overseas station there 
is for the rest of my life.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—The somber message of President Truman on the Korean 
situation was received with general approval in non-Communist countries. Foreign 
observers were particularly impressed with the grave view the President took of 
the possibility of further Communist aggression in other parts of the world. 

In measured words the President reviewed for the United States Congress 
the tragic events of the last few weeks in Korea. He carefully avoided directly 
charging Russia with responsibility for the Red invasion of South Korea, but the 
sequence of events as related by him left no room for doubt that the assault was 
inspired by the Soviet Union. 

Mr. Truman noted with deep satisfaction that 52 of the 59 members of the 
United Nations strongly supported the resolution of that organization condemning 
the aggression in Korea, but remarked that the most important of the dissenting 
members was the Soviet Union. The President said that the outbreak of aggression 
in Korea requires members of the United Nations to consider its implications for 
peace throughout the world. 

The President said this attack “makes it plain beyond all doubt that the 
international Communist movement is prepared to use armed invasion to conquer 
independent nations.” He said that we must therefore recognize the possibility that 
armed aggression may occur in other areas. In view of this the President has author- 
ized increased military assistance for the Philippines, for the Associated States of 
Indo-China, and for French forces fighting Communist rebels in Southeast Asia. 

The action taken to protect Formosa from Red invasion, the President said, 
was a matter of elementary security. He said that the present neutralization of 
that island was without prejudice to political questions affecting it, which should 
be settled by peaceful means, as envisaged by the charter of the United Nations. 
He emphasized that the United States has no territorial ambitions. 

The President said that the attack on Korea gives added urgency to efforts 
of free nations to unify their common strength in order to deter a potential aggressor. 
‘To accomplish this, he said, free nations must maintain sufficient military strength 
in being and, even more important, a solid basis of economic strength capable of 
rapid mobilization. 

Recent events, Mr. Truman said, make it most urgent for Atlantic Pact nations 
to build and maintain their defenses. He said the United States would increase its 
own military strength, not only to deal with aggression in Korea, but also to 
provide for the common defense, with other free nations, against further aggres- 
sion. We will also assist our associates to augment their military strength. 

In this connection the President urged the Congress to enact speedily the bill 
authorizing a billion and a quarter for arms aid to Atlantic Pact nations and other 
friendly foreign countries. In immediate response to the President’s request the 
House at once passed the bill, with a single dissenting vote, that of Representative 
Vito Marcantonio (AL-NY). The measure had been previously passed by the Senate. 

Responding to efforts of Premier Pandit Nehru of India to mediate the Korean 
conflict Secretary of State Dean Acheson made it clear that the withdrawal of 
the Communist invaders of South Korea must take place before the matter could 
be settled. He told the Hindu statesman politely, but definitely, that the United States 
would not consider the seating of Red China on the Security Council of the United 
Nations as a condition precedent to consideration of the Korean question by that 
organization. 

Previously Pandit Nehru had sent a note to Joseph Stalin proposing that Red 
China be admitted to permanent membership on the Security Council, and that the 
Korean problem then be settled by the United Nations. As was to be expected 
Marshal Stalin promptly acquiesced in the proposal. However, the United States 
would have none of this appeasement proposal, and in this was supported by Great 
Britain. 

Secretary-General Trygve Lie of the United Nations has as yet received no 
definite replies from most countries to his request that ground troops be furnished 
for the Korean campaign. Most of the member nations are not in a position to make 
a contribution of any land force of significant size, but several of the larger countries 
are expected to send units to General Douglas MacArthur’s United Nations command. 

The British have agreed to discontinue sending oil to Communist China, some 
of which was believed to be reaching the Red invaders in Korea. The oil now in 
storage in Hong Kong has been requisitioned for the British fleet. 

















Nautical Atomic Power—Senator Brien McMahon (D-Conn.), Chairman of the 
Joint Congressional Atomic Energy Committee, disclosed this week that construction 
is to begin next month on the first experimental atomic power plant for use in 
submarines. “Tremendous improvement in submarine performance is in the offing,” 
he declared. 

Meantime, from London came the report that a contract has been placed by 
the British Government for the drawings of a prototype atomic power unit that 
could be used in large ships and warships. 

A dry-land model of an atomic power plant for U. S. submarines is to be built 
at Aco, Idaho, with the Argonne National Laboratories and the Westinghouse 
Corporation participating in the project. 

And at West Milton, N. Y., a second experimental atomic engine, also intended 
primarily for submarines, will be built by the General Electric Knoss Atomic Power 
Laboratory. 

Senator McMahon said: “The atomic submarine project is particularly significant 
because it not only has immense military implications, but also because it bears 
importantly upon peacetime industrial power derived from the atom.” 

It is recalled that the Navy recently sent to Congress authorization requests 
for new ship construction, including $40,000,000 for a nuclear powered submarine of 
about 2,500 tons.

Assistant Division Commander?—Although orders assigning him to the 24 
Infantry Division did not state a specific assignment, it is believed that Brig. Gen, 
Joseph Sladen Bradley, who was Assistant Commandant of the Infantry School 
at Ft. Benning, Ga., from Oct. 1948, will become Assistant Division Commander, 
Maj. Gen. Laurence B. Keiser is Commanding General and Brig. Gen. Loyal Mm, 
Haynes is Artillery Commander. At the time it was ordered alerted for shipment 
to the Far East, the division had no assistant commander. 

General Bradley, 50, was graduated trom West Point in 1918 and was commis- 
sioned a second lieutenant of Infantry. He has had considerable service in the Far 
East, having served with the 3lst Infantry in the Philippines and with the 15th 
Infantry in Tientsin, China, during the early 1920’s. In Apri, 1933, he was made 
aide-de-camp to Brig. Gen. Stanley H. Ford and in June sailed with him to the 
Philippines. 

His early World War II service included duty as regimental commander of the 
126th Infantry during the Papuan campaign and Saidor landing in New Guinea. 
Returning to the United States he was assigned as Chief, Ground Forces Branch, 
G-3 Division, War Department General Staff, Washington, D. C., in March, 1944, 
and the following September was promoted to brigadier general and assigned as 
Chief of the Training Group in the same division. In Oct., 1946, he was relieved 
from assignment with the War Department General Staff for duty in AGFMIDPAC 
with station at Guam, until the Marianas-Bonins Command was organized 1 Jan, 
1947, at which time he was detailed as Deputy Commander, Marbo Base Command, 
which duties he performed until 5 Aug., 1947, when he assumed command of the 
Marbo Base Command and was designated Deputy Commander, Marbo Command. 


Medico-Dental Meeting in Canada—More than 100 prominerit Naval, Military, 
Air Force and civilian medical and dental officers, representing Canada, the United 
Kingdom and the United States, are attending a six-day meeting in Montreal, 19-23 
July. The object of the meeting, the sixth of its kind, and the first to be held outside 
of the United States, is to discuss field medical and dental equipment for the Services 
of the three countries. It is being held in Canada this year at the Medical Dental 
Armories on St. Urban St., Montreal, upon the invitation of Defense Minister Brooke 
Claxton, who is represented at the meeting by Dr. O. M. Solandt, Chairman of the 
Defense Research Board of Canada. Dr. R. L. Mailing, Director of Medical Services 
for the U. S. Department of Defense, represents U. S. Defense Secretary Louis 
Johnson. 

Following addresses of welcome by Dr. Solandt and Maj. Gen. R. O. G. Morton, 
C.B.E., General Officer Commanding, Quebec Command, and a review of the group 
organization and guidance comments by other senior officials, the meeting took up 
such subjects as Arctic clothing at sea, medical equipment in the Arctic, Arctic 
survival, pharmaceutical supply units, field surgical units, field dental units, field 
malaria and epidemic disease control units and field veterinary units. Panels also 
considered field radiographic and laboratory work and antiseptics.

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Air Transport Availability—The arduous buildup of American forces and ma- 
teriel in Korea has spotlighted the problem of adequate air transport. In this regard, 
as the Armed Forces launch a rapid expansion program, it is pertinent to review 
statistics on transport aircraft recently reported by Maj. Gen. Laurence S. Kuter, 
MATS commanding general. 

Just two months ago, he disclosed that the total strength of MATS four-engine 
transports is 295 as follows: 241 Air Force C-54’s, 27 operational Navy R5D’s, 10 
C-121’s (Lockheed Constellations), 10 C-74’s and 7 C-97’s. 


General Kuter noted that additional four-engine transports are assigned to 
other military organizations, such as the heavy troop carrier units of the Tactical 
Air Command and the support squadrons of the Strategic Air Command. And 
within the Navy, there are four-engine transports assigned to the Marine Air Trans- 
port Unit and the VR squadrons of the Navy’s Fleet Air Wing. But these transports 
units probably would be fully occupied in an emergency in carrying out specialized 
missions and therefore could not be counted on for day-to-day operations in carrying 
great tonnages of strategic cargoes. 

With regard to the availability of four-engine civil commercial planes, as of 1 
March the number of these planes was just under 900 C-54 equivalents. General 
Kuter pointed out, however, that a recent MATS survey showed that only 25 per 
cent of the four-engine aircraft of the civil fleet are capable of carrying cargo and 
only 10 per cent are cargo carriers capable of satisfactory military range performance 
—2500 non-stop miles. Further, General Kuter related, there is a serious shortage 
of navigators and radio operators. 


Chaplains Corps Anniversary—As Army chaplains were serving heroically with 
front-line troops in Korea—at least one was reported killed by enemy forces—the 
Chaplains Corps was preparing to celebrate its 175th anniversary on 29 July. During 
World War II, the Army had as many as 8141 chaplains on active duty. They were 
awarded a total of 2395 decorations. 

In a special anniversary message, Chaplain (Maj. Gen.) Roy H. Parker, Chief 
of Chaplains, said that the Army chaplain of today faces a challenge unequalled 
in the history of the corps. He said: “These are indeed trying times, and dark storm 
clouds loom on the distant horizon. We must win the minds and hearts of men to the 
love of God and the welfare of our fellowmen; for until men’s hearts are changed, 
the uplift which comes from improving the social order can only be temporary. 
Liberty cannot continue unless there is a personal integrity and patriotic honesty 
in the heart of the individual. Democracy cannot survive if its people are lacking 
in virtues.” 

Concluding his message, which was sent to all chaplains on active duty in the 
United States and overseas, Chaplain Parker said:*“We, in the Chaplain Corps, look 
to the future with the strength of our 175-year-old history and with the youthful 
vigor and enthusiasm that these 175 years offer when seen in the perspective of the 
eternity of God’s will. It is a privilege to work with you to serve our Army and our 
Country—and by doing so, to serve freedom-loving people all over the world.” 


Authorize Korean Medal—There was speculation this week that a Korean service 
medal for award to military forces in action in the Far East would soon be authorized. 
Throughout the Nation’s history, such awards have been made in recognition of 
military service in national emergencies. 


Anxiety Symptoms—cContract for a joint research project to determine if, and 
how accurately, anxiety symptoms can be measured by brain waves has been let 
by the Air Force School of Aviation Medicine at Randolph AFB, Tex., to Washington 
University School of Medicine in St. Louis, it is announced by Dr. Saul B. Sells, Chief 
of the Department of Clinical Psychology at the air force school. 


On the basis of results of this research, Dr. Sells explained, it is hoped that the 





Air Force may be able to adapt the electro-encephalograph, an apparatus which | 
measures brain waves by electrical impulse, to special use for the psychiatric screen- | 


ing of flying personnel. “In the event that results of this research prove satisfactory,” 
Dr. Sells said, “it is believed by scientists working on this study that they will be 
able to develop a physiological indicator of anxiety tolerance which would be an 
invaluable part of a psychiatric screening procedure for flying personnel. This would 
then be added to the devices the School of Aviation Medicine is developing to increase 
the accuracy of psychiatric selection of flyers. The effect of all these devices is 
directed at selection of men best fortified to engage effectively in the stressful duties 
of combat aviation.” 


Signal Corps—Lt. Col. James D. DeMarr, SC, has reported to the Chief Signal

Marines On Way to Korea—General Clifton B. Cates, Commandant of the Marine 
Corps, visited the West Coast last week-end to observe the departure of Marine units 
which have been ordered to the Korean front. Addressing First Marine Air Wing 
Personnel, General Cates told the officers and men that they were “the best equipped 
organized Marine units that we have to throw against the invading North Korean 
Communists.” 


The Marine Commandant also addressed troops of the First Marine Division 
bound for the Orient. He commented that the send-off marked the first time in 
Marine history that combined air-ground teams of the Corps have left the United 
States together. 

General Cates witnessed the loading operations at San Diego, where the Marine 
Personnel boarded three transports. The vessels had been loaded earlier with tanks 
and amphibious vehicles to be used by the ground forces on arrival in Korea.

Report on Hydrogen Bomb 


Both the United States and Russia are 
turning out competing stocks of atomic 
weapons and both are moving closer to- 
ward the hydrogen bomb. So declared 
Senator Brien McMahon (D-Conn), 
Chairman of the Joint Committee on 
Atomic Energy, in making public over 
the week-end a report by his staff on the 
implications of hydrogen bombs in rela- 
tion to international control of atomic 
energy. 

“Today,” Senator McMahon said, “the 
fighting in Korea occupies our attention 
—and rightly so. But vital as is this mili- 
tary campaign—vital though the outcome 
may be—the atomic plants in the United 
States and Russia continue to turn out 
competing stocks of atomic weapons, and 
both countries move closer toward the 
hydrogen bomb. Control of these dread- 
ful weapons is still the heart question 
of the peace, the overriding question 
which—unless solved—leaves nothing 
fundamentally solved.” 

Those portions of the report treating of 
the technical facts of the hydrogen bomb 
relevant to international control, a com- 
parison of A-bombs and H-bombs in rela- 
tion to international control, and possi- 
ble questions regarding H-bombs and in- 
ternational control are printed below in 
full. Other portions of the report com- 
prised a historical background on the 
bombs and control. 

Subsequently, on 19 July, Representa- 
tive Carl T. Durham (D-NC), Chairman 
of the Subcommittee on Reactor Devel- 
opment, made the following statement 
after a closed session of the committee. 

‘“‘The AEC is in process of selecting a new 
site within the United States that may 
amount to as much as 200,000 acres. It is 
not planned to build a new government 
owned community associated with the site. 
One of the most important criteria in the 
selection of this site will be the military de- 
fense factor—that is, so locating the site as 
to minimize its vulnerability to enemy at- 
tack. Of course, on the new site will be 
constructed new facilities designed to carry 
out the President’s directive of 31 January 
1950. 

“The Reactor Development subcommittee 
of the Joint Committee on Atomic Energy 
met this morning to discuss these matters 





and to go over technical aspects with the |

Text of the report released this week 
follows: 





TECHNICAL FACTS 








1. The hydrogen bomb, if it can be made to 
work, will release energy resulting from 
the fusion of light elements. 

Some years before the fission of uranium 
was discovered, scientists recognized that if 
they could find a way to put together light 
atomic nuclei and make heavier nuclei, energy 
would be released. Such a reaction can take 
place when particles collide at high velocity 
or high relative kinetic energy. Reactions of 
this kind are believed to occur at the center 
of the sun and the stars, where the tempera- 
ture is many millions of degrees centigrade. 
2. An A-bomb would be needed to ‘‘trigger’’ 

an H-bomb. 

There are two basic requirements for the 
hydrogen bomb: (1) An assembly of ma- 
terials capable of producing a light-element 
reaction, if sufficiently heated; and (2) a 
meams of heating the materials to the extent 
necessary. This temperature may be com- 
parable to that existing in the interior of the 
sun, and today the most promising way to 
attain such a temperature on earth is through 
an atomic bomb. Thus, the essential idea is 
that heavy fissionable material used in A- 
bombs would explode, thereby heating the 
hydrogen apparatus, thereby making pos- 
sible a thermonuclear reaction. The difficulty 
of inducing such a reaction before the as- 
sembly flies apart and while the temperature 
is adequately high accounts for much of the 
uncertainty that exists as to whether hydro- 
gen weapons are feasible. 

3. Deuterium (i.e., “heavy hydrogen’ of 
mass 2) and tritium (i.e., a “heavy” radio- 
active hydrogen isotope of mass 3) are 
suitable materials for the H-bomb. 

The scientific evidence is clear that normal 
hydrogen of mass 1 would not contribute 
basically to an H-bomb. But the two heavy 
hydrogen, deuterium and tritium, are of 
fundamental interest. There are three pos- 
sible reactions involving the heavy hydro- 
gens: (1) A deuterium-deuterium reaction 


(i.e., two nuclei of deuterium fusing to pro- 
duce tritium a proton, and energy or helium, 
a neutron, and energy); (2) a tritium-tritium 
reaction (i.e., two nuclei of tritium fusing to 
produce helium, two neutrons, and energy); 
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and (3) a tritium-deuterium reaction (i.e., a 
nucleus of tritium and a nucleus of deuterium 
fusing to produce helium, a neutron, and en- 
ergy). 

4. Deuterium is obtainable through conven- 
tional industrial operations. 

Deuterium mav be isotopically senvarated 
from hvdrogen as found in nature. In addi- 
tion, ‘‘heavy water’’—so-called because it 
contains ‘‘heavy hvdrogen”’ or deuterium— 
has been manufactured on a considerable 
scale. The process of chemically separating 
the deuterium from oxvgen in heavv water 
is a relatively simple one. Heavy water has 
long been known to be useful as a research 
material and as a neutron moderator and 
coolant for reactors. 

5. Tritium mav be produced in nuclear re- 
actors (like those at Hanford) by neutron 
bombardment of lithium, a light metallic 
element. 

All large reactors produce neutrons in 
quantity. These neutrons are ordinarily 
used to create plutonium, but thev can be 
used alternatively to creat tritium. If lithium 
—the lightest metallic element—is placed in- 
side a reactor and bombarded with neutrons, 
it breaks down into a mixture of helium 4 and 
tritium. These can be separated without 
excessive difficulty. 

6. It might be possible to construct an H- 
bomb whose blast damage in a circle of 10 
miles radius would be comparable to that 
which occurred at Hiroshima in a circle 
of 1 mile radius. 

There have been numerous references to 
the great energy released from an H-bomb. 
It has been stated that it might be a thousand 
times greater than that of a fission bomb. 
The ‘‘critical size’’ effects which primarily 
limit the energy release from A-bombs do not 
apply to H-bombs. The range of destructive 
blast effect would be increased many times 
over that of an A-bomb. 

Heat effects may also be considerably in- 
creased, although these effects will be vari- 
able and uncertain since they will depend on 
atmospheric conditions. Ordinarily the haz- 
ards of nuclear radiations and radioactive 
contaminants from an H-bomb would not be 
significant in comparison with the blast and 
heat effects, although it might be possible 
so to design and use an H-bomb that dan- 
gerous contamination would be produced 
locally. 





A-BOMBS AND H-BOMBS 











1. Uranium, the raw material basic to A- 
bombs, is scarce and expensive, whereas 
hydrogen and lithium, raw materials basic 
to H-bombs, are abundant and reasonably 
cheap. 

Uranium is a heavy metallic element rare- 
ly found in concentrated deposits in the 
earth’s crust. Ordinarily hydrogen, from 
which the heavy isotope deuterium may be 
derived, is obtainable in almost unlimited 
quantities from a number of industrial proc- 
esses—for example, as a byproduct in the 
production of fertilizer. Lithium, which 
gives tritium if bombarded by neutrons in a 
nuclear reactor, frequently occurs in con- 
centrated deposits; and mining costs are not 
excessive. Uranium, however, is also needed 
for H-bombs, since it furnishes the fissionable 
materials necessary to ‘‘trigger’’ a _ ther- 
monuclear reaction, 

2. U-235 and plutonium, the fissionable ma- 
terials needed for A-bombs and as “‘trig- 
gers’’ for H-bombs, are costly and difficult 
to produce. Deuterium, one H-bomb in- 
gredient, can be manufactured fairly easily 
and cheaply; but tritium, another H-bomb 
ingredient, resembles plutonium in that 
production requires neutrons, may take 
place within reactors, and involves marked 
expense. 

Dr. Robert F. Bacher, a noted physicist 
and former member of the Atomic Energy 
Commission, has commented on tritium pro- 
duction as follows: 

“It would be necessary, of course, to know 
* * * about the actual workings of a nuclear 
reactor in order to say just how much tritium 
could be produced in that reactor if one were 
willing to forego the production of a certain 
amount of plutonium. It sounds as if the pro- 
duction of tritium in quantity is at least a 
fairly expensive, if not formidable process.”’ 

To the cost of deuterium and tritium must 
be added the cost of fissionable materials re- 
auired for ‘‘triggering’’ purposes. 

3. U-235 and plutonium have half-lives of 
thousands of years, whereas tritium has a 
half-life of about 12 years. 

Fissionable materials are the first weapon 
components in history which can never, for 
practical purposes, become obsolete. The as- 
sembly used to detonate them may change, 
but they themselves remain chemically the 
same whether inserted in a Hiroshima-type 
atomic bomb or in an improved Eniwetok- 
type bomb. Half of a quantity of tritium, in 
contrast, decays to helium 3 after about 12 
years. 

4. U-235 and plutonium, key A-bomb ma- 
terials, have immense potential peacetime 
value as reactor fuels, whereas the con- 
structive uses of deuterium and tritium,

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Service Chiefs Return 


Returning from a quick trip to Japan 
and Korea, General J. Lawton Collins, 
Army Chief of Staff, and General Hoyt 
S. Vandenberg, Air Force Chief of Staff, 
expressed confidence that American and 
South Korean forces would be able to es- 
tablish a stable line of resistance and ulti- 
mately to expel the Communist invaders. 

Generals Collins and Vandenberg re- 
turned to Washington 15 July after a fast 
trip by air to the battle area. This journey 
was made for the purpose of determining 
what additional assistance could be given 
promptly to the embattled United Nations 
forces of General MacArthur in Korea. 

On Saturday afternoon the two Chiefs 
of Staff reported to President Truman 
and presumably gave the President and 
some of his principal advisers an evalu- 
ation of the military situation, and made 
recommendations with respect to rein- 
forcements for General Douglas Mac- 
Arthur’s command. 

Subsequently, at a press conference 
both officers indicated their optimism over 
long-range prospects for victory in Korea. 
At the same time they made no attempt 
to minimize the difficult character of the 
struggle and the seriousness of the cur- 
rent situation. 


Hold Extensive Bridgehead 

General Collins said that American and 
South Korean forces would be able to hold 
an extensive bridgehead in Korea. He 
expressed confidence that the Commu- 
nists would ultimately be thrown back. 
He felt sure that the fighting could be 
stabilized as our troops are strengthened, 
and added that new and better tanks, 
anti-tank weapons, ammunition and other 
items of military equipment are being 
rushed to General Walker’s Eighth Army. 
He said: 

“It’s not going to be an easy task, but I 
haven’t the slightest doubt that we will 
hold an extensive area of South Korea.” 

Both General Collins and General Van- 
denberg were warm in their praise-of the 
morale and determination of our soldiers 
and airmen, as well as that of the wives 
and families of Service personnel in 
Japan. General Vandenberg said that 
Service families considered themselves 
part of the operations and were eager 
to do their part in stimulating the morale 
of the fighting men. 

General Collins said our first troops 
to be engaged were half a battalion of 
lightly-armed soldiers rushed to the front 
by air. They held up the advance of an 
entire North Korean division from early 
in the morning until late afternoon, and 
then withdrew in good order. 

The Army Chief of Staff said our troops, 
having been engaged in occupational 
duties, were new and green, and without 
combat experience, Nevertheless, though 
heavily outnumbered, they performed ex- 
ceptionally well against the well-trained 
and well-led opposition. 

The general said that new and more 
effective weapons and ammunition had 
been flown from the United States and 
are now in use. He said new tanks are 
on the way from the United States to 
the front. General Collins was unable to 
confirm press reports that the North 
Koreans were using 50-ton and 60-ton 
Russian-made tanks. He said the Army 
had no evidence that the enemy had any 
tank heavier than about 35 tons. 

General Vandenberg said that Ameri- 
can fighter planes are now operating 
from two new advance bases in South 
Korea. Both he and General Collins said 
that close support of ground troops pro- 
vided by these planes had been excellent, 
though such operations were hampered 
by adverse weather. 

General Vandenberg was enthusiastic 
about the morale and leadership of the 
air units in Japan and Korea and said 
that reports to the contrary were com- 
pletely without foundation. 

Praises F-80 

The General also took issue with press 
comments that the F-80 Shooting Star 
jet fighter was not suited for its missions 
in Korea. He said this plane was per- 
forming exceptionally well in combat. He 
said there was little basis for reports that 
the plane was too fast to provide oppor- 
tunity for recognition of ground targets, 
and that their rockets ricocheted harm- 
lessly off enemy tanks. 

On the contrary, General Vandenberg 


| 








said, the F-80 had proved very effective 
against ground targets, particularly 
tanks, tramsportation and troop columns 
and concentrations. The rockets, he said, 
normally penetrated and disabled tanks. 
Occasionally, he said, when fired from a 
low altitude a rocket might be deflected 
by the angled surface of a tank. Napalm 
bombs, consisting largely of jellied gaso- 
line, he said, had also been used very 
effectively against tanks. These bombs 
destroy the crews and put the ignition 
systems out of action. 

Both Generals said that adverse weath- 
er was greatly hampering our military 
effort by curtailing tactical and strategic 
air operations. Bad weather conditions 
are expected to prevail in Korea for an- 
other month. Frequently, General Van- 
denberg said, air operations were con- 
ducted under 100 and 200 foot ceilings. 

General Vandenberg was particularly 
pleased with the performance of B-29 
Super-Fortress medium bombers recently 
sent across the Pacific from west coast 
bases. He said that 58 planes were sent 
to Japan from the United States, and 
within nine days from receipt of the alert 
order in this country 57 were in action 
on a major strike against North Korean 
railway marshalling yards. 

With regard to the battle efficacy of 
the F-80, General Vandenberg told how 
a young lieutenant designed a 13-foot 
tank to go on each end of the plane’s 
wing to provide extra fuel. This, he said, 
permitted the Shooting Star to operate 
north as far as the Seoul area for ap- 
proximately an hour. 

Recounting the success of an F-80 mis- 
sion, General Vandenberg told how a 
young officer—later decorated—took off 
with four F-80’s with a 200-foot ceiling 
at night and a mile visibility. He flew 
through a “terrific rainstorm” and wound 
up through valleys which have very steep 
hills on both sides until he reached the 
Seoul area. There he accomplished his 
mission, dropped his bombs and returned 
to Japan, where the ceiling had closed to 
100 feet and half a mile visibility. The 
entire flight was brought in safely without 
GCA, General Vandenberg reported. 

Taking an opportunity to answer mis- 
conceptions about the F-80, General Van- 
denberg observed: “I talked to all the 
pilots, all the group commanders and all 
the squadron commanders of the F-80 
units that are in combat, They stated 
that without any qualification the F-80 
covered more territory and was responsi- 
ble for the knocking out of more tanks, 
more trucks, more locomotives than any 
other single aircraft in operation in that 
theater.” 

As to the battle-worthiness of this air- 
craft, General Vandenberg said his first- 
hand talks with pilots and group and 
squadron comman¢ers provided him with 
an “emphatic yes” answer. The plane, he 
emphasized, has demonstrated that it can 
sustain fire from the ground and still 
carry on. He said the flyers “felt much 
better in an F-80 than in any other type 
in the theater.” 

He related how a shell hit a leading 
edge of an F-80 and turned the entire 
leading edge off so that it wound around 
back of the tail. “The pilot flew that from 
the front lines clear back to an auxiliary 
airport in the vicinity of Pusan and 
landed it and got away with it,” the Air 
Force Chief of Staff concluded. 





Praises Fleet Units 


Admiral Forrest P. Sherman, USN, 
Chief of Naval Operations has sent to the 
Commander in Chief, Pacific Fleet, Com- 
mander, Naval Forces, Far East and 
Commander, Seventh Fleet the following 
message: 

“I am gratified at the manner in which 
all hands have taken on new responsibili- 
ties and at the successes already 
achieved. Please convey my appreciation 
and congratulations to those responsible. 
Well done.” 

The message was received ten days 
after the North Korean forces invaded 
South Korea during which time units of 
the U. S. Navy had completed an out- 
standing series of accomplishments. 





Stimson Hurt in Fall 


Former Secretary of War Henry L. 
Stimson fell 18 July at his home in West 
Hills, Long Island, and broke his hip. Mr. 
Stimson, who is 84 years old, was reported 
to be in a satisfactory condition. 








Three Divisions in Korea 


American combat strength in Korea 
was bolstered this week with the dis- 
closure that the ist Cavalry Division 
(Infantry) and the 25th Infantry Division 
had joined the 24th Infantry Division, 
whose troops have carried the brunt of 
battle so heroically against greatly 
superior forces. 

This means that three of the Army’s 
four divisions in Japan at the time of 
the North Korean attack are now fight- 
ing in Korea. The other division is the 
7th Infantry Division, under command of 
Maj. Gen. David G. Barr. 

And from the West Coast, the Marine 
Corps ist Division and the Army’s 2d 
Infantry Division are slated to reach the 
Far East in the near future. 

The 1st Cavalry Division is under com- 
mand of Maj. Gen. Hobard R. Gay, while 
the 25th Infantry Division is commanded 
by Maj. Gen. William B. Kean. Maj. Gen. 
William F. Dean commands the 24th In- 
fantry Division. 

In Korea, Lt. Gen. Walton H. Walker, 
Commanding General, Eighth Army, is 
in command of all troops. 

1st Cavalry Division 

Although the Army’s new Organization 
Law eliminates the Cavalry, the betting 
at the Pentagon is that officials will be 
reluctant to eliminate that famed Army 
word from the name of the 1st Cavalry 
Division, which was the first U. S. Divi- 
sion to enter Tokyo during World War II. 

The 1st Cavalry Division (“Cavalry 
Troopers”) was organized in 1921 at Ft. 
Bliss, Tex., and was stationed during the 
next 20 years along the Mexican border. 

The Division left San Francisco for Aus- 
tralia, 26 June 1943, where, shortly after ar- 
rival it was redesignated the 1st Cavalry Di- 
vision, Special, on 13 Nov. During World 
War II, it won battle credits at New Guinea, 
Bismarck Archipelago, and Leyte. 

Wartime commanding generals were: Maj. 
Gen. Innis P. Swift, April 1941 to Aug. 1944; 
Maj. Gen. Verne D. Mudge, Aug. 1944 to July 
1945; and Maj. Gen. William C. Chase. 

The division’s combat chronicle is as fol- 
lows: 

The ist Cavalry Division arrived in Aus- 
tralia 11 July 13, continued its training 
at Strathpine, Queensland, until 26 July, then 
moved to New Guinea to stage for the Ad- 
miralties’ campaign 22-27 Feb. 1944. The Di- 
vision saw its first combat In the Admiralty 
Islands, units landing at Los Negros Island 
29 Feb. 1944. Momote airstrip was secured 
against great odds. Attacks by fanatical 
Japanese were thrown back, and the enemy 
force surrounded by the end of March. Near- 
by islands were taken in April and May. The 
Division next took part in the invasion of 
Leyte, 20 Oct. 1944, captured Tacloban and 
the adjacent airstrip, advanced along the 
north coast, and secured Leyte Valley, ele- 
ments landing on and securing Samar Island. 

Moving down Ormoc Valley (in Leyte) and 
across the Ormoc plain, the Division reached 
the west coast of Leyte 1 Jan. 1945. The 
Division then invaded Luzon, landing in the 
Lingayen Gulf area 27 Jan. 1945, and fought 
its way to Manila by 3 Feb. 1945. Prisoners 
at Santo Tomas University were liberated and 
the 1st Cav. had advanced east of Manila by 
the middle of Feb. before the city was 
cleared. On 20 Feb. the Division was as- 
signed the mission of seizing and securing 
crossings over the Marikina River and secur- 
ing the Taytay-Antipolo line. After being 
relieved 12 Mar. in the Antipolo area, ele- 
ments pushed south into Matangas and Bicol 
Provinces. They mopped up remaining 
pockets of resistance in these areas in small 
unit actions. Resistance was officially de- 
clared at an end 1 July 1945. The Division 
left Luzon 25 Aug. 1945 for occupation duty 
in Japan, arriving in Yokohama 2 Sept. 1945 
and entering Tokyo 8 Sept., the first U. S. 
Division to enter the Japanese capital. 

25th Infantry Division 

When the Hawaiian Division was reorgan- 
ized, the two regiments, the 27th Infantry and 
the 35th Infantry, were assigned to form the 
25th Infantry (‘‘Tropic Lightning’’ or ‘‘Pine- 
apple’’) Division 1 Oct. 1941. World War II 
battle credits were won at Guadalcanal and 
Luzon. 

Wartime commanding generals were: Maj. 
Gen. Maxwell Murray, Oct. 1941 to May 142; 
Maj. Gen. J. Lawton Collins, May 1942 to Jan. 
1944; and Maj. Gen. Charles L. Mullins, jr. 

The following is the division’s combat 
chronicle: 

After the Japanese machine-gunned Scho- 
field Barracks 7 Dec. 1941, the 25th Infantry 
Division moved to beach positions for the de- 
fense of Honolulu and Ewa Plains. Follow- 
ing intensive training, the 25th began moving 
to Guadalcanal 25 Nov. 1942 to relieve Marines 
near Henderson Field. First elements land- 
ed near the Tenaru River 17 Dec. 1942 and 
entered combat 10 Jan. 1943, participating in 
the seizure of Kokumbona and the reduction 
of the Mount Austen pocket in some of the 
bitterest fighting of the Pacific campaign. 
The threat of large enemy attacks caused a 
temporary withdrawal, but Division elements

No Business As Usual 


In his message to the Congress on the 
Korean situation President Truman 
asked for legislation which would ac- 
celerate the rearmament program, and 
at the same time combat inflationary 
tendencies. 

Among the general proposals which 
the Congress has been asked to consider 
are guarantees and loans to increase 
production of materials in short supply, 
controls on consumer credit, establish- 
ment of priorities and allocations for 
critical materials needed for the military 
program, and if necessary, diverting 
these items from non-essential uses and 
preventing hoarding; provision for a bal- 
anced system of taxation, with a fair 
distribution of the tax burden. 

Prior to sending his message to the 
Congress the President directed that 
curbs be placed on veterans’ loans for 
housing, in order that building materials 
may be conserved for defense needs. 

Legislation carrying out the President’s 
program is expected to be enacted 
promptly by the Congress. Economic 
measures to be enacted will be for the 
purpose of guiding the flow of available 
material into military and essential ci- 
vilian uses, prevention of accumulation 
of unnecessary inventories, curbs on 
speculation in agricultural commodities, 
and increase of revenue and prevention 
of profiteering, probably through an ex- 
cess profits tax. 

The President noted the recent sharp 
increases in prices and said that, if nec- 
essary, he would not hesitate to request 
authority to impose general price con- 
trols and rationing to prevent serious 
inflation. However, he felt that it was 
possible to meet the military needs of 
the country without serious economic 
disruption, provided there is sensible and 
restrained action by business men, labor, 
farmers and consumers.

Korean Shipping Needs 


The Korean crisis has highlighted two 
serious United States maritime deficien- 
cies, a grave shortage of passenger-carry- 
ing ships and the lack of new construc- 
tion in the nation’s shipyards, National 
Federation of American Shipping re- 
ported late last week. 

In connection with the deficiencies, the 
Federation pointed out that a Long-Range 
Shipping Bill has been approved by the 
shipping committees of both Senate and 
House, and is now awaiting action by the 
Congress. The bill, designed to help cor- 
rect present deficiencies, expands and 
clarifies the existing provisions of the 
Merchant Marine Act of 1936 to build the 
type of merchant fleet described therein, 
clearly within the framework of the same 
principle of parity. 

In its semi-annual report on the status 
of the American Merchant Marine, the 
Federation said that on 1 July the total 
passenger-carrying fleet of the nation 
amounted to only 52 vessels with a single 
trip capacity of 15,374 passengers. 

Even with the addition of the 6 passen- 
ger ships currently under construction, 
the report stated, the nation’s passenger- 
carrying fleet will represent only about 
one-half of the vessels and capacity of 
the 1939 passenger fleet. The report added 
that the military has said that the pres- 
ent troop lift capacity is about 50 per cent 
short of the requirements of a major 
emergency.

Joint Secretaries 


The Secretaries of the Army, Navy and 
Air Force have formed a group to be 
known as the Joint Secretaries, to meet 
frequently to discuss the formulation of 
policies affecting the three miltiary de- 
partments. 

While the new organization is some- 
what comparable to the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, it is less formal in character, and 
will operate without a staff, other than 
one assistant, Mr. Edward T. Dickinson, 
who will coordinate relations with other 
Federal agencies and with foreign gov- 
ermments on matters with which the 
Joint Secretaries are concerned. 

Mr. Dickinson, who has been Director 
of Program Relations for the Economic 

cooperation Administration, will be par- 
icularly helpful in the matter of provid- 
ing arms for Atlantic Pact nations and 
ther friendly foreign countries under the 
Mutual Defense Assistance Program. He 
will also act as the personal assistant of 
the Joint Secretaries in developing mat- 
ters requiring top level policy considera- 
ion. 

For months the Secretaries have held 
occasional informal meetings and since 
he start of the Korean emergency they 
ave been meeting several times daily to 
onsider joint policies and to make rec- 
mmendations to Secretary of Defense 
duis Johnson. These meetings, attended 
Secretary of the Army Frank Pace, 
etary of the Navy Francis P. Mat- 
hews, and Secretary of the Air Force 

omas Finletter, have been held under 
he chairmanship of Secretary Pace.

| Aside from the Korean emergency Mr. 
ace suggested that there were many 
ther subjects of joint interest which the 
ecretaries should consider to their mu- 
al advantage. These include allocation 


of funds for military projects, utilization 
of manpower, psychological warfare, mil- 
itary aid to foreign countries, security, 
censorship, and opening and closing of 
military hospitals. 
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except on a laboratory scale, appear to be 

limited or nonexistent. 

Heavy water containing deuterium is of 
interest, both as a moderator and as a cool- 
ant in certain types of nuclear reactors. It 
is possible, however, that the reactors which 
may ultimately propel ships and airplanes 
and furnish industrial power will not be de- 
pendent upon heavy water. Tritium, aside 
from its considerable value in laboratory 
quantities, has no known or foreseeable 
peacetime uses as a source of power. 

5..A considerable stockpile of A-bombs is in 
existence today, whereas H-bombs have not 
yet been brought into existence. 

When the United Nations first considered 
international control of atomic energy, it was 
faced with the problem of suppressing a wea- 
pon already in existence and already an ac- 
complished fact. Its task, in a sense, was to 
undo what had been done. If an effective 
control agreement is more easily reached re- 
garding a weapon not yet an accomplished 
fact—if it is easier never to do what is still 
undone, rather than to undo what has been 
done—an opportunity may now exist that 
will pass if and when the H-bomb becomes a 
reality. 

Example: Since quantities of fissionable 
material are in existence today, there is the 
problem of making sure that each nation— 
at the time a control plan takes effect—actu- 
ally discloses all the fissionable material 
which it has manufactured and does not 
secretly conceal a portion while pretending 
to have revealed its entire stockpile. This 
problem intensifies as time passes and as 
more and more fissionable material comes 
into being in the absence of a control plan. 
But the same problem as regards deuterium 
and tritium is clearly less acute today than 
it will be later. 





H-BOMBS AND INTERNATIONAL 
CONTROL 











The answers to many of the questions which 
follow are obvious. The answers to other 
questions are less obvious. Each question has 
been selected to suggest and to illustrate the 
kind of problem which may be involved, 
whether easy or difficult of solution. It should 
be emphasized that the original United States 
proposals and the existing United Nations 
plan foresee and carefully take into account 
the possibility of an H-bomb, as evidenced 
by the language they contain. The same is 
true of the McMahon Act for domestic con- 
trol of atomic energy within the United 
States. 

1. Is the hydrogen bomb a more or less im- 
portant weapon than the atomic bomb? 
Might hydrogen bombs prove to be deci- 
sive in war, or has their significance been 
exaggerated? 

Dr. Harold Urey, a Nobel Prize winner in 
physics, has suggested that the H-bomb 
would be militarily decisive; Dr. Hans Bethe, 
another noted physicist, has indicated that 
the step from A-bombs to H-bombs is as great 
as the original step from conventional to 
atomic explosives. However, Dr. Robert F. 
on a former AEC Commissioner, states 

at— 

‘“‘while it [the H-bomb] is a terrible wea- 
pon, its military effectiveness seems to have 
been grossly overrated in the minds of lay- 
men.”’ 

Some of the questions which may bear upon 
this difference of opinion are as follows: 

(1) Shock effect.—To what extent do H- 
bombs excel A-bombs in permitting a high- 
¥ destructive attack to be compressed in 

me? 
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(2) Comparative numbers.—What quantity 
of A-bombs are required to do the same job 
as a given number of H-bombs? 

(3) Neutron economy.—How much fission- 
able material for A-bombs is sacrificed by 
using the neutrons available in reactors for 
making H-bomb materials? 

(4) Deliverability.—Under various combat 
conditions, is the delivery of H-bombs cheap- 
er and surer than delivery of an ‘‘equivalent’”’ 
number of A-bombs? 

(5) Aiming accuracy.—How superior is a 
weapon which need strike only within a num- 
ber of miles in order to destroy its target 
over one which must strike within 1 or 2 
miles? 

(6) Psychology.—As compared with the A- 
bomb, to what extent might the H-bomb im- 
pair an enemy’s will to resist and accelerate 
recognition of defeat? 

(7) Tactical employment. — What is the 
relative value of A-bombs and H-bombs in 
tactical situations — when used against 
troops in the field, guerrilla fighters, forces 
preparing for amphibious invasion, a fleet, a 
string of air strips or submarine bases, 
atomic facilities, underground installations, 
etc.? 

(8) Definition of “military effectiveness.” 
—Would the use of H-bombs to destroy large 
urban centers containing no armaments 
plants have no ‘‘military effectiveness,’’ or 
would such destruction aid the attacker and 
therefore represent ‘‘militarily effective’ use 
of the weapon? Is it possible to distinguish, 
in an era of total war, between ‘‘military’”’ 
and ‘“‘nonmilitary’’ targets? 

2. If the H-bomb is deemed to be decisive or 
far more dangerous than the A-bomb, 
should international control of hydrogen 
weapons take priority over control of ordi- 
nary atomic weapons? Should the United 
States propose a separate plan exclusively 
designed to regulate H-bombs? 

The official United Nations proposals for 
international control of atomic energy ap- 
parently involve the assumption that A-bombs 
are so unique technically and so menacing 
as to set them apart from conventional wea- 
pons and to justify separate consideration in 
the United Nations and a separate regulatory 
system. If the step from A-bombs to H- 
bombs is considered to be as great as the 
step from conventional weapons to A-bombs, 
does it follow that hydrogen warfare should 
become the subject of a separate control pro- 
posal and should receive separate considera- 
tion in the United Nations? 

Are the technical facts of atomic and hy- 
drogen weapons so intimately related that 
both must be controlled if either is to be con- 
trolled? Are the political facts such that the 
two problems must be regarded inseparably? 
3. Is the existing United Nations plan tech- 

nically adequate to control H-bombs? 

The United Nations plan has been couched 
in such a manner that an international 
agency would possess discretionary authority 
in defining and controlling materials and 
processes that may be employed to manu- 
— nuclear weapons of mass destruc- 

on. 

For instance, the Second Report of the 
United Nations Atomic Energy Commission 
defines ‘‘atomic energy’’ as including ‘‘all 
forms of energy released in the course of, 
or as a result of, nuclear fission or of other 
nuclear transformation.” ‘‘Source material”’ 
is taken to mean ‘‘any material containing 
one or more key substances in such concen- 
tration as the international agency may by 
regulation determine.’’ ‘‘Key substance’’ is 
defined to mean ‘‘uranium, thorium and any 
other element from which nuclear fuel can be 

produced, as may be determined by the in- 
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ternational agency.” (p. 71). Similarly, the 
report defines ‘‘nuclear fuel’ as ‘‘plutonium, 
U-233, U-235, uranium enriched in U-235, ma- 
terial containing the foregoing, and any 
other material which the international agen- 
cy determines to be capable of releasing sub- 
stantial quantities of atomic energy through 
nuclear chain reaction of the material.” (p. 
71). The report likewise observes that: ‘‘Dan- 
gerous activities or facilities are those which 
are of military significance in the production 
of atomic weapons. The word ‘dangerous’ is 
used in the sense of potentially dangerous to 
world security.” (p. 70). [Italics supplied 
throughout. ] 

Does such breadth of phraseology mean 
that manufacturing processes and source 
materials needed in the production of H- 
bombs could be properly controlled through 
the existing UN plan? 

Since nearly 2 years of work were required 
to formulate the UN plan, can this plan be 
regarded as adequate for hydrogen weapons 
so long as the control measures for the atomic 
energy industry are not explicitly elaborated 
with the same detail as the arrangemenis 
evolved for controlling U-235 and plutonium? 

It may also be pointed out that the exist- 
ing UN plan contains no provision for physi- 
cally protecting informants who advise the 
international agency of violations. Might po- 
tential informants keep silent for fear of be- 
ing punished by their national governments? 
Is this factor important if the existing UN 
plan were subjected to the added strain of 
controlling hydrogen weapons as well as 
atomic weapons? 

What safeguards would assure that the em- 
ployees of an international control agency 
would be faithful and loyal to the objectives 
of the agency and that they would not work 
purely in the interests of some national gov- 
ernment—perhaps a national government 
other than that of their own country? 

4. Is control over fissionable materials suffi- 
cient to prevent the production of hydro- 
gen bombs? If so, is the existing UN plan 
adequate to this task? 

The technical facts suggest that H-bombs 
may be regulated in at least two ways: (1) 
Control over the fissionable material usable 
as a ‘‘trigger’’ and (2) control over deuterium 
and tritium. 

Perhaps control over all fissionable material 
would give effective control over hydrogen 
weapons. However, by way of specific ex- 
ample, the introduction to volume VI of the 
Scientific Information Transmitted to the 
United Nations Atomic Energy Commission, 
June 14, 1946-October 14, 1946 (see State De- 
partment Publication 2661, pp. 151-152), com- 
ments as follows: 

It is difficult to define the amount of ac- 
tivity in the illicit production of atomic 
weapons which is significant. The illicit con- 
struction of a single atomic bomb by means 
of a decade of successful evasion would not 
provide an overwhelming advantage, if it can 
be assumed that it would take another decade 
to produce a second bomb. But the secret 
production of one bomb per year would cre- 
ate a definite danger, and the secret produc- 
tion of five or more per year would be dis- 
astrous. This report assumes arbitrarily 
that the minimum unit of non-compliance is 
the secret production of one atomic bomb per 
year or a total of five bombs over any period 
of time. [This example is chosen because UN 
documents published later omit concrete il- 
lustrations, although the stress which these

documents place upon international owner- 
ship, operation, and management clearly re- 
flects a determination to reduce to the reck- 
bottom minimum any illicit mining or pro- 

duction. ] 

Considering that five illicit A-bombs might, 
under certain circumstances, lead to five illicit 
H-bombs, what margin of inefficiency—if any 
—in controlling source and fissionable ma- 
terial is permissible? Is absolute protection 
against illegal diversion of source and fis- 
sionable material technically possible? Does 
the existing UN plan provide absolute or 
near-absolute protection? Can greater tech- 
nical protection be secured than under the 
present UN plan? 

5. Must H-bomb controls relate to deuterium 
and tritium as well as to fissionable ma- 
terial? If they must, can the present UN 
plan fully provide for these controls or 
does it require revision or changes in em- 
phasis? 

Should control over both fissionable ma- 
terial and deuterium and tritium call for the 
same emphasis and consideration which the 
United Nations Atomic Energy Commission 
has already given to control of U-235 and 
plutonium? Would surveillance of-deuterium 
and tritium manufacture furnish better in- 
surance against illicit H-bomb construction 
than surveillance of U-235 and plutonium, or 
is the reverse more apt to be true? Are added 
safeguards necessary to regulate deuterium 
and tritium? Or is the UN plan, as now con- 
stituted, sufficiently flexible and comprehen- 
sive to take care of light-element control? 
6. Is it technically possible to detect the 

manufacture of heavy water and deuterium 

through international inspection? Would 
an international agreement flatly prohibit- 
ing production in quantity be desirable? 

The manufacture of heavy water and the 
separation of deuterium are relatively sim- 
ple processes. They may be carried out in 
small plants which can exist in a variety of 
locales. 

The Second Report of the UN Commission 
comments as follows: 

The international agency shall have the 
authority to require periodic reports from 
nations regarding the production, shipment, 
location, and use of specialized equipment 
and supplies directly related to the produc- 
tion and use of atomic energy, such as mass 
spectrometers, diffusion barriers, gas cen- 
trifuges, electro-magnetic isotope separation 
units, very pure graphite in large amounts, 
heavy water, and beryllium or beryllium com- 
pounds in large amounts. In addition, the 
agency shall have authority to require reports 
as specified of certain distinctive facilities 
and construction projects having features of 
size and design, or construction or operation, 
which, in combination with their location 
and/or production or consumption of heat 
or electricity, are peculiarly comparable to 
those of known atomic facilities of dangerous 
character (p. 54). 

Would inspectors possessing freedom of 
movement be able to locate deuterium and 
heavy water plants? Would aerial surveys 
and aerial photographs of industrial areas 
help detect processes which produce hydro- 
gen as a byproduct and which might there- 
fore be concerned with the manufacture of 
heavy water or deuterium’? Should quantity 
production of deuterium be prohibited even 
though it is used in certain types of peace- 
time reactors such as the Canadian reactor at 
Chalk River, the French reactor at Chatillon. 
Swedish reactors under construction, and a 
research reactor at the Argonne National 
Laboratory? Is it possible on_ technical 
grounds to enforce such a prohibition? 

7. Should the provisions of the present UN 
plan relating to inspection, surveys, and 
explorations be modified to control heavy 
water and deuterium production? 

The United Nations plan assumes that the 
production of fissionable material cannot be 
regulated without strict supervision over the 
mining of source materials such as uranium 
and thorium: 

Without the control of raw materials, any 
other controls that might be applied in the 
various processes of atomic energy produc- 
tion would be inadequate because of the un- 
certainty as to whether or not the interna- 
tional agency has knowledge of the disposi- 
tion of all raw material. (Second Report, p. 
30.) 

Whereas uranium and thorium are needed 
to produce U-235 and plutonium, the produc- 
tion of deuterium is not subject to such limi- 
tation of source materials. Only water, the 
existence of power, and comparatively simple 
plants are needed for the manufacture of 
heavy water and deuterium. In view of these 
facts, can the existing United Nations plan 
cope with the problem of regulating deu- 
terium production? 

In commenting upon spot aerial surveys, 
for example, the Second Report recommends 
that ‘“‘the [international] agency shall con- 
duct spot aerial surveys in each period of 2 
years over areas not exceeding 5 percent of 
the territory under the control of each na- 
tion or areas not to exceed 2,000 square miles, 
whichever is the larger. (These area limita- 
tions apply to spot aerial surveys only)"’ (p. 
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68). If aerial surveys were to be used not 
only in controlling raw materials but also 
to help in spotting deuterium and heavy 
water plants, must they be carried out more 
frequently than is provided in the existing 
plan? 

The Second Report also indicates that a 
UN inspectorate should be compelled to se- 
cure permission, through a warrant proce- 
dure, before inspecting ‘‘private and re- 
stricted property not open to visitation by 
the population in the locality, and in the case 
of certain ground surveys and aerial surveys 
which are additional to others which the 
agency may conduct without warrant or 
other special authorization’’ (p. 60). Do the 
technical facts surrounding heavy water and 
deuterium production suggest that such a 
restriction on an international agency’s au- 
thority would have to be modified? 

8. What safeguards are necessary to prevent 
clandestine production of tritium? Would 
an international agreement flatly prohibit- 
ing production in quantity be desirable? 
U-235 and plutonium may be used either 

in weapons or as fuels for peacetime reactors. 
Here is the reason most frequently cited for 
requiring that international control include 
not only inspection but also such further 
guaranties as United Nations ownership, op- 
eration, and management of ‘‘dangerous’”’ 
plants. The potentiality, both for good and 
evil, that characterizes fissionables does not 
appear to characterize tritium, which has no 
known peacetime uses except as a laboratory 
research tool. Is it therefore possible that 
the reason for requiring inspection plus other 
guaranties as regards U-235 and plutonium 
does not apply to tritium and that inspection 
alone would answer? 

If quantity production of tritium were al- 
together forbidden—as having no peacetime 
purpose—the mere act of preparing lithium 
(the tritium raw material) for irradiation and 
the mere act of inserting it in a nuclear re- 
actor might be considered a violation. Would 
such action be impossible to conceal from 
managers and inspectors stationed at each 
reactor permitted under the control agree- 
ment? Would an illegal reactor itself be im- 
possible to conceal from inspectors enjoying 
freedom of movement? 

A few private commentators have argued 
that the UN plan fundamentally errs in as- 
suming industrial power to be around the 
corner. They estimate that this goal is ac- 
tually a decade or two away and that mean- 
while the control problem would be sim- 
plified if all high-powered reactors were dis- 
mantled. Does the role of reactor-produced 
tritium in H-bomb production strengthen 
such an argument? 

The UN plan distinguishes between atomic 
facilities which are sufficiently ‘‘dangerous”’ 
to require UN management and facilities 
which may be operated by national govern- 
ments and merely require international in- 
spection. Since all reactors produce neutrons 
and hence might be useful in some degree— 
however small—in manufacturing tritium, is 
it now necessary to regard certain reactors 
formerly considered to be ‘‘non-dangerous”’ 
as now being in the ‘‘dangerous”’ category? 

Are there other methods, apart from re- 
actors, for producing tritium? If so, how can 
they be controlled? Would the right of the 
international control agency to own, oper- 
ate, and manage ‘‘dangerous”’ plants and to 
own and regulate both fissionable materials 
and ‘‘fusionable materials’’ meet such a 
situation? 

9. Should a world-wide geological survey 
cover concentrated lithium deposits? 

A key feature of the United Nations plan 
is the provision for a world-wide geological 
survey of uranium and thorium—the raw ma- 
terials potentially usable in A-bombs. This 
survey is considered necessary in order to 
permit tracing of materials as they progress 
from the mines through various processing 
phases and finally enter a nuclear reactor. 
Does the same kind of logic apply to lithium 
—raw material for tritium? How formidable 
is the technical problem of locating and con- 
trolling deposits of lithium? 

Pegmatite minerals constitute a principal 
source of lithium ores, which are currently 
produced as a byproduct of the nonmetallic 
mineral industry. Commercial deposits of 
lithium are known to exist in the Black Hills 
of North Dakota; northern New Mexico: 
Saskatchewan, Canada; and southwest Africa. 
Production of ores rose to about 900 tons 
of lithium oxide in 1944 and is now about 
200 tons. So long as requirements do not 
exceed byproduct production, supply does not 
appear to present a problem. If requirements 
exceed byproduct supply, the cost of the 
excess might be high. Lithium is now used 
commercially in glass, as a compound in 
welding fluxes, in storage batteries, in fluores- 
cent light tubes, and as an alloying element. 

Are the quantities of lithium ore required 
on an order of magnitude that makes con- 
trol feasible? 

10. Do the technical facts of the H-bomb 
mean that now, more than ever, the United 
Nations plan is the correct approach to 
international control? 

Various critics of the UN plan have denied 
that management control over ‘‘dangerous”’ 
plants is essential to protect against viola- 
tions. High-power reactors are among the 
plants to be classified as ‘‘dangerous’’ under 
the UN plan, and these same reactors are 
the ones which might produce not merely 
plutonium but tritium in quantity. Like 





wise, an international agency would possess 
authority to check the design of any isotope 
separation unit and to assume the right of 
construction and operation if these fall into 
the ‘‘dangerous’’ category. Deuterium may 
be obtained through isotopic separation. Do 
such facts as these refute the critics and dem- 
onstrate that managerial and material con- 
trol by the United Nations, over and above 
inspection, is more than ever necessary in 
order to prevent diversion of nuclear fuel 
or illegal irradiation of lithium? 

11. How does the H-bomb affect the problem 
of “‘stages’’? 

The United Nations plan would take effect 
by ‘‘stages’’—one stage to include, among 
other projects, a world-wide geological sur- 
vey, another stage to involve, among other 
projects, the taking over of atomic installa- 
tions, and still another to bring about the 
disposition of fissionable materials. 

At what point in some such progression 
would national stockpiles of deuterium and 
tritium be placed under control? When this 
point was reached, would they be destroyed 
or be held in storage under United Nations 
auspices? If a nation pretended to make 
known its entire stockpile of tritium and 
deuterium while actually it kept hidden a 
substantial portion, how would the interna- 
tional agency discover such a violation? 

12. How does the H-bomb bear upon the 
problem of disposition of existing stocks 
of fissionable material? 

When a control plan takes effect, what 
should be done with supplies of U-235 and 
plutonium in excess of a quantity imme- 
diately usable for peacetime purposes? This 
problem has received relatively little con- 
sideration in the United Nations Atomic En- 
ergy Commission. If excess stocks were de- 
stroyed, a valuable future source of energy 
and storehouse of neutrons would be lost. 
On the other hand, if the stocks were kept in 
existence under UN guard, seizure by an 
aggressor state might rapidly permit it to 
attack with atomic bombs—and innocent 
countries might have relatively little 
warning. 

Such seizure might quickly lend, under cer- 
tain circumstances, to the construction of 
“triggers’’ for H-bombs. Does this fact tip 
the balance in favor of destroying excess U- 
235 and plutonium? Or are these substances 
still too valuable and too difficult to replace 
to justify destruction? Is there a third al- 
ternative—possibly involving partial destruc- 
tion or the use of ‘‘denaturants’’ or the con- 
struction of many power reactors, regardless 
of cost factors—to keep excess stocks of fis- 
sionables contaminated with fission products? 
18. How does the H-bomb bear upon 

“‘quotas’’? 

The United Nations plan envisages that 
reactors and other atomic facilities will be 
distributed among the nations according to 
“‘quotas’’ and a ‘‘strategic balance’’—where- 
by no one nation, by seizing the plants with- 
in or near its borders, could gain an undue 
military advantage over innocent nations. 
This ‘‘quota’’ feature has been criticized as 
unnecessary and as likely to hinder indi- 
vidual countries in developing the peacetime 
uses of atomic energy to the maximum 
extent. 

Does the fact that reactor fuels, if seized 
by an aggressor, might make available H- 
bomb ‘‘triggers’’ tend to render all the more 
desirable the ‘‘quota’’ idea? How long a 
time would an aggressor require to make 
enough deuterium and tritium for H-bombs 
in seized plants? Could a_world-control 
authority, by requiring that certain design 
features be incorporated in the plants under 
its control, extend this time period? What 
should be done with plants in existence at 
the time a control agreement takes effect and 
well suited to H-bomb production but poorly 
suited to peacetime uses? How should such 
plants. if they were not dismantled, figure in 
“‘quota”’ allotments? 

14. How does the H-Bomb bear upon re- 
search to be performed by the United Na- 
tions control agency? 

Under the United Nations plan, individual 
nations would be forbidden to engage in 
atomic weapons research, but such research 
would be performed by the world control 
agency itself, as a means of keeping it at 
the forefront of knowledge in this field and 
thereby enabling it to detect violations which 
might otherwise pass unnoticed through ig- 
norance. Is research upon H-bombs so 
dangerous that not even the world control 
agency should be allowed to undertake it? 
15. Should technical information regarding 

the H-bomb be transmitted to the United 

Nations as a basis for a discussion of hy- 

drogen control? 

In 1946, the United States transmitted six 
volumes of technical information on atomic 
energy to the United Nations. This was one 
important means of providing members of 
the United Nations Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion with sufficient basic data to discuss in- 
ternational control. 

No similar body of material on hydrogen 
bombs has been transmitted to the United 
Nations. Can the Commission now discuss 
the control of hydrogen warfare without fur- 
ther official information on its technical 
aspects? If such information is to be pyro- 
vided, who should be the provider, the United 
States or the Soviet Union, or both? 

16. Should a new panel of experts analogous 
to the Acheson-Lilienthal Board be ap- 
pointed to study the H-bomb in relation 





to international control? 

It is now more than 4 years since the 
Acheson-Lilienthal Board made its recon. 
mendations on international control. Thejr 
findings have since been largely incorporate; 
into the UN plan. 

Do the events of the last 4 years make 
desirable, for technical reasons, to rethin} 
the control problem? Are the technical dat, 
of hydrogen bombs, such as to demand ; 
recasting and change of emphasis in the ey. 
isting UN plan? Have the prospects of large 
scale peacetime applications of atomic ep. 
ergy sufficiently changed that a differen 
orientation in control measures is desirable 

If reexamination of the control question js 
indicated, should this inquiry be undertakep 
in the first instance by a group of qualifie; 
Americans? Or should the United State: 
suggest that an internationally constitute 
board initially take on this assignment? 

Considering strong Soviet opposition to the 
UN plan, is it useful to consider the problem 
of control? Is the Soviet attitude at all likel; 
to change in the foreseeable future? Wouli 
a rethinking of the control problem contrib 
ute to a solution unless Soviet representa. 
tives participated? Would the appointmen: 
of a new ‘‘Acheson-Lilienthal Board”’ raise 
false hopes?
